4ND THE EUROPEAN WAR 


CLOUD GROWS BLACK. 
4N ARTICLE SHOWING THAT GERMANY 
AND AUSTRIA ARE READY TO FIGHT 
“WHILE RUSSIA IS ONLY PREPARING. 
St. Peterspura, Dec. 15.—The Official 
Military Gazetle says: “Owing to the alarm 
raised by the Austrian press in consequence of 
_ tho transfer of some Russian cavalry to the War- 
Baw distmot, itis advisable to consider the mil- 
itary position of Russia and her western fron- 
tier neighbors in order to throw light 
upon the question of who is really preparing 
to attack and who for defense. During tho 
past five years the peace effective of the 
German Army has been increased 65 bat- 
Yalions and 384 = guns. The German 
treops On the Russian frontier have been. in- 
Creased 21 battalions of infantry, 27 batteries 
Of artillery, and 15 squadrons of.cavalry. Since 
AS7S Germany has built in the eastern prov- 
inces 4,850 kilometers of railroads. There are 
2i German railroads by means of whieh troops 
tan be forwarded to the Russian frontier, and 
10 junction stations, where they can’ be rapidly 
threwn out of trains and concentrated. 
Germany has formed first-class fortresses 
at Thorn, Posen, Dantzic, and Konigsberg, 
and is building a similar fortress at Grandenz. 
Austria has added 9 to the 23 infantry 
-@ivisions which formerly constituted her 
effective, and would add in the event of the. 
mobilization of the army 14 landwebror honved 
Rivisions. The Galician garrisons have been re- 
inforced during 1887 by 18 squadrons of 
cavalry and 13 batteries of artillery, all pro- 
Yided with a full complement of horses. In 
the Austrian districts, which might become 
the theatre of a war with Rueasia, 4,500 
kilometers of railroads, with four branches, 
bave been constructed since 1878. Six Austrian 
railroads are available for throwing into Galicia 
iarge bodies of troops, who, by means of the 
bew junction stations, can be piaced in posi- 
tien on the Russian frontier. Military huts, 
depots, and stores are being collected at Lem- 
burg. Przemysi, Jaresiaw, Dembitza, Ria- 
scheif, and other points The fortrg¢sses at 
Przemysi and Cracow have been converted 
into camp fortresses. Russian territory can be 
bombarded from the Cracow forts. A large 
quantity of rolling stock has been accumulated 
at Cracow adapted for use on Russian railways. 
Alithese preparatiuns are meaningless except 
in view of offensive tactics, and show that Aus- 
tria, under semblance of defense, is at the same 


time preparing to invade Russia simultaneously 
with her aliy. 
“But what is Russia doing in view of her neigh- 
bors’ threatening preparations? Notwithstand- 
the manifest danger Russia considers that 
2 Europen war would be aterrible misfortune to 
all mankind. She was the tirst who, amid 
her neighbors’ feverish armaments, did not in- 
erease but decreased her defensive forces. In 
1881 and 1882 Russia reduced her peace 
effective nearly 100,000 men. True, 
she raised it again in consequence of the Afghan 
affair and the necessity of improving her readi- | 
ness to mobilize when her neighbors unremit- 
tingly raised their fighting strength. Neverthe- 
less, the peace effective of the Russian Army is 
now 75,185 iess than in 1881, while her neigabors 
in the same period have raised their peace effect- 
ive 75,000. Doubtiess Russia, inthe eventof war, 
Will assemble a mighty army, the concentration 
ef which on the frontier will be incomparably 
more difficult for herthan willbe the coucen- 
tration vy her neighbors of their forces at the 
same place. During the last 10 years 2,828 
ki'ometers of railway have been constructed in 
the western provinces of Ruasia.. In the Ger- 


man and Austrian eastern provinces dur- | 


ins the same period 9,300 kilometers 
bave been built. Moreover. the area in 
which Russia has constructed railways is 
twice as iarce a8 that in which her 
meichbbors have built such lines. The Russian 

' Pailways nowhere pass outside the defense lines 
ef thetriangie formed by St. Petersburg, War- 
Saw, and Odessa. Our neighbers’ lines, how- 
ever, mun straight out to the Russian frontier. 1t 
is easy to understand that they are not con- 
structed for advanced posts, but for the concen- 
tration oftroops. A glance at the map wiil suf- 
fice tu show that a close network of railway 
overs the district along the Russian frontier, 
empered with the insignificant number of rail- 
Wa¥s that Rassias can rely on. 

Not only from Germany, but from the Aus- 
ttign frontier, Russian territory is menaced 
With rapid invasion. The most effective meas- 
lire against thisdauger would be to extend the 
Russian railways until they attain the propor- 
liens Of those of our neighbors. But for this 
fnormmous expense timie is required, and 
therefore there is only one course to 

utTsue—to improve our defenses and 
ortresses and increase the number of 
trvops on the frontier and thereby guard 
against surprise. Our neighbors’ increased wili- 
tary preparations in 1886 compelied Russia to 
devises counter measures, Which will be gradu- 
ally executed. The transfer of a few cavalry 
resiments on the Vistula might certainly be 
male ile pretext to excite the press and public 
gpinion to charge Russia with warlike inten- 
tions.. German and Austrian military authori- 
ties understand the defensive character of this 
measure. They can calmly caiculate how mauy 
ecurps Rassia will have to send to the frontier 
Winle peace is undisturbed, that after con- 
eentrating at any given point the forces and 
means ‘at her disposal might suffice to place 
Russia on a footing of equality with her oppo- 
fients. They can aiso calculate the streugth of 
‘the ferces with which,in the event of war, Rus- 
gia could be rapidiy invaded. ‘bey can still 
hope by sudden action to win comparatively 
cheup iaurels, but high Russia wwilitary 
Giticers, who do not fear the ultimate 
iesue of a conflict, even if the ‘whoie 
forees of the Peace League moved 
ont ageinst Russia, nevertheless openly recog- 
Rize that the defeuse of Russian territory is not 
pl assured, andif the peace league considers 
tself justitied in developing its defensive meas- 
Utes so farasto bring certain Russian districts 
wider the rapzeof the guns of its most ad- 
F¥aneed forts, Russia has the undoubted right to 
provido for ber defense and to take every meas- 
ure to uphold ber honor and maintain the iuvio- 
lability of her territory.” 


Vienna, Dec. 15.—The article which ap- 
peared in the St. Petersburg Military Gazette 
to-day on the military movements of Russia and 
her neighbors has excited great attention here. 
Tn official circles the opinion is expressed that 
the article will cause no change in the attitude 
vf Austria. The Government, it is believed, be- 
‘fore taking actively responsive measures of de- 
fense, will"wait to see whether Russia continues 
oy threatening military preparations. 
“& long interview during the weck between 
Count Kalnoky and the German Ambassador 
~ ted to accord between the two Governiments on 
the decisions of the Austrian Military Council. 
The serious character of the situation has never 
been underestimated in Austrian official circles, 
The Government has never been unmindful of 
the duties which§ the; German alliance im- 
poses, and in the face of the Russian arma- 
ments the authorities have uever fora moment 
been idie; but the Government is anxious to 
avoid, as long as possible, measures capable of be- 
ing interpreted by Russia us acts of provocation. 
Preparations are complete for the dispatch of 
reinforcements of cavairy to Galicia in the 
eyenut of fresh movements of Russian troops. 
The erectiou of huts is now proceeding actively 
giong the line of defense. Timber which has 
been lying in readiness since the Spriny is teing 
Rtilized, anda accommodatiuns for reinforcements 
Will soun be provided. 

Herr vou Tisza, the Hungarian Premier, has 
been summoned to Vienna to attend a meeting 
of the Council of Ministers on Sunday. It ts re- 
ported that the Council will discuss the best 
thoaus for obtaining funds in the event of fur- 
ther military measures being necessary.

THE NEW RULERS OF FRANCE. 
PROGRAMME OF THE CABINET—-THE MU- 
NICIPAL COUNCIL PLOTTING. 
Paris, Dec. 15.—The declaration of the 
Ministers was read in the Chamber of Deputies 
to-day. Itdeclares that the Cabinet's sole am- 
bition is to continue the work of concord begun 
ou Dec. 3. The country will perceive thai this 
policy will insure the pledge of internal peace. 
The declaration cites the military, finanelal, 


economic, administrative, and social measures 
that the Goverument will submit. The deciara- 
tion promises a financial equilibrium through 
retrenchment in expenditures, measures for the 
repression of frauds injurious alike to the 
Treasury and to French trade: bills dealing 
with the responsibility for accidents in work- 
shops and factories, and the regulation of hours 
of lubor of children and women; biils providing 
for a superannuation fund for miners, reform of 
the bankruptcy laws, and the safety of winers, 
and bills relating to beneilt socicties, savings 
banks, organized poor relief in rural! districts, 
and for the extension of agricultural education, 
the creation of chambers of agriculture, and the 
the compiction-of the rural eude. Finally, the 
Geclaration demands the united Republican vote 
upon the Ministerial scheme of military legisia- 
tion. Lho reading of the declaration War re- 
ceived with indifference. 

The Chamber of Deputies, by a vote of 521 to 
13, passed the appropriations asked by the Gov- 
eorpment. 

On motion of M. Sarrien, Minister of the Inte- 
flor, the discussion of the alieced revolutionary 


plotting among members of the Paris Municipal 
Council was adjourned fora month, M. Sarrien 
declared that the facts were exaggerated. The 
Government, he said, would enforce respect for 
the laws in Paris andin every other part of the 
country. 

The trial of the persons charged with the re- 
sponsibility for the fire at the Opéra Comique 
resulted to-day in the sentence of M. Carvalho, 
the manager of the theatre, to three months’ im- 
prisonment and to pay a fine of 200f. Fireman 
Andre was sentenced to one month’s imprison- 
ment. All the others who were tried were ac- 
quitted. 


THE CROWN PRINCE’S CONDITION, 

San Remo, Dee. 15.—Drs. Schrader, 
Krauas, and Hovell have issued a bulletin con- 
cerning the condition of the Crown Prince, in 
which they say that during the last few weeks 
the inflammatory symptoms in the larynx have 
entirely disappeared. The surface tumor itself 
appears to be partly cicatrized and partly cov- 
ered with flat growths which have a tendency to 
increase. The patient’s general condition is un- 
disturbed. 

Dr. Mackenzie reached San Remo at 7 o’clock 
this evening, and immediately visited the Crown 
Prince. Afterexamining the Prince’s throat Dr. 
Mackenzie declared that he found no dangerous 
symptoms. The Crown Princess and members 
of her family took a walk to-day, but the Crown 


Prince staid indoors, his condition being unim- 
proved. , 


CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

BERLIN, Dec. 15.—The Reichstag to-day 
approved the second paragraph of the Cereal 
bill, including Dr. Windthorst’s proposal that 
the bill take effect from Nov. 26 last, with a 
provision that importations under contract be- 
fore that date be admitted at the old rates until 
Jan. 15. 

The Bundesrath has approved the recom- 
mendations of its committee for amending the 


Socialist law, including a provision for the ex- 
clusion from the Reichstag of men proved te be 
Socialists. 


Lerpsic, Dec. 15.—The Public Prosecutor 
has asked that Cabannes, the official who plead- 
ed guilty of revealing the contents of official 
documents to France, be sentenced to 12 years’ 
imprisonment and fined 1,000 marks, and that 
he be deprived of all civil rights for 10 years. 


CoPENHAGEN, Dec. 15.—An English de- 
tective by mistake, arrested an American calling 
himself Pommery. Mr. Anderson, the American 
Minister here, believes that Pommery is John 
Benzon, whois wantedin Sao Francisco for hav- 
ing perpetrated land frauds. An American de- 
tective has been cabled for to identify him. 


St. PeterspurG, Dec. 15.—The Official 
Messenger, referring to the trouble at the Mos- 
cow University, says: “The lectures at the Uni- 
versity were suspended in consequence of a 
student’s having assaulted an inspector at a 
eoncert. The other students sided with the as- 
sailant,and made arrangements for an unau- 
thorized meeting, which, however, was sup- 


' pressed. Many of the students were arrested 


and’ sent into exile. Fresh trouble was caused 
in Moscow by areport that two students had 


' died from the effects of injuries received while 


the police were engaged in restoring order. 
Despite a denial of this rumor, the students ab- 
sented themselves from their classes and ig- 
nored the authority of the University officials.” 


AN OFFICE JO BE FILLED. 


A RECEIVER OF PUBLIC MONEYS WANTED 
AT FERGUS FALLS. 
St. Pau, Minn., Dec. 15.—A special from 


Fergus Falls says: A year after President 
Cleveland’s inauguration, the United States 


: Land Officers at Fergus Falls were changed to 


make room for Democrats. It has always been 
an understood thing that one of the two Land 
Officers in the Fergus Falls District should bea 
Scandinavian, on account of the large popula- 
tion of that nationality. There was some 
trouble in finding a Scandinavian Demo- 


crat, and finally a young man named L. 
L. Aune, who had always been an out- 
spoken Republican, was appointed as Receiver 
of Public Moneys at the Fergus Falis Land 
Office. But after a time the news was received 
from Washington that Mr. Aune would be re- 
lieved by John G. Nelson, another Scandinavian 
Republican politician. Mr. Aune left the office 
as soon as the hews came, and gota position aa 
runner for’a St. Paul cigar house. Mr. Neilson 
declined the office, the salary not making it 
worth his while. There wae then a long pause, the 
Land Olfice meanwhile being sadly hampered in 
its work by the want of a Receiver. The St. Paul 
managers, Kelly and Doran, despairing of find- 
ing any more Scandinavians, finally offered the 
otfice to H.8. Cole, a Republican. He would 
not take it. During all these montbs the Land 
Office was obliged to wait many weeks at a time 
for Mr. Aune’s occasional appearances in the 
city to sign documents as Receiver. 

Two months ago Aune lost his’ position with 
the cigar house. Occasionally he appears at the 
Land Office, and he has frequently drawn checks 
signed * L. L. Aune, Receiver.” Mr. Cowing, the 
other Land Officer, some time ago withdrew all 
the money from the bank on his own responsi- 
bility. Six weeks ago Mr. Aune’s bondsmen, 
who during all this time had not been released, 
united in a personal appeal to the interior De- 
partment at Washington for immediate action to 
relieve themselves of $100,000 responsibility 
four Aune’s acts. No reply of any kind 
bas. been received. The business of the 
office isin arrears and settlers who desired to 
prove upon their land have been obliged to wait 
weeks and months at a time. The hearing of 
many cases of importance in the development 
of this section has been postponed far into the 
future. Inaword, the public land business of 
every kind has been retarded and hindered, The 
delay is suppesed to arise from the application 
of two candidates for Aune’s position, one be 
ing backed by Congressman Tom Wilson and the 
other by Kelly and Doran.

SUBMARINE LAND IN DISPUTE. 

ALBANY, Dee. 15.—Secretary of State Cook is 
one of the firmof the Bartholomew Brewing Com. 
pany. This firm applied for a grantof land under 
Lake Ontario at Charlotte for beneficial enjoyment, 
and the Land Commission, of which Mr. Cook isa 
member, granted the application. Mr. Cook, how- 
ever, did not act, but was inthe room during the 
consideration of the matter. The grant was opposed 
by William H. Horublower and P. M. French, on the 
ground that the titie to land applied for was 
vested in the Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg 
Railroad andothers. Justice Ingalls this afternoou 
granted a writ of certiorari requiring the Commis- 
sioners of the Land Office to make return of their 
proceedings, and meanwhile staying them from ex- 
eculiug the grant. Papers were servedon Secretary 
Cook, Controller Chapin, and State Engineer Sweet.

AFRAID TO MEET THE ISSUE 


DEMOORATIO WEAKNESS ON 
TARIFF REFORM. 

LITTLE HOPE OF VIGOROUS ACTION— 
RANDALL STILL RULES THE ROOST— 
DELAY IN CONFIRMING MR. LAMAR. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—It will not do for 
the friends of tariff reform to expect too much 
from the Fiftieth Congress because President 

Cleveland has sent to that body a strong tariff 

reform mersage and because Secretary Fair- 

child has supplemented that message with a re- 
port abundantly demonstrating the necessity 
for heeding the President’sadvice. If the Prest- 
dent could legislate for the Democratic party aa 
wellas sef it an example of sense and bravery 
all would be well. As he cannot do everything, 
and as his party has become accustomed to do- 
ing little or nothing in Congress, it begins to 
look to some of the men who have hoped for 
better things as if the chances for early and vig- 
orous action and favorable legislation are small. 
To not a few prominent Democrats the tendency 
of things at the Capitol is decidedly discourag- 
ing. The President’s message undoubtedly 
shocked those feeble Democrats who have been 
for years trying to make out whether they are 
protectionists or low tariff men, at the same 
time that it gratified the majority who are fora 
reduction of tariff taxes. The clear-sighted 
ones accepted the loud challenge of the Blaine 
men, heard as soon as Mr. Blaine had made 
his transatlantic bid for the nomination in 

1888. They were anxious that the first move- 

ments in the great contest should be made with 

boldness, with a courage like that manifested 


by the President himself in his message. In- 
stead of boldness, the first trait manifested was 
one of weakness and fear. The President’s 
message had scarcely been redd before a report 
was heard that Mr. Randall was to be con- 
sulted as to how far he would permit 
legislation to go in the direction indicated 

the message. Bolder than his low 
tariff friends, more zealous for the interests 
which keep him in Congress, Mr. Randall pub- 
licly announced that the President’s advice 
must be disregarded and thatthe Randall pro- 
gramme must be preferred to it. All sugges- 
tions that Mr. Randall should be deprived of 
power to reverse or modify the suggestions of 
the President were hushed: down. The Demo- 
crats, or a large number of them, feared a 
fight, not considering for a moment the 
possibility that Randall, shorn of power, would 
be no longer an obstacle to tariff legislation or 
any other legislation. The longer the low-tariff 
men have hesitated the weaker they have 
seemed to become. Now er hear with disgust 
that fear of Mr. Randall has led Speaker Carlisie 
to ask him kindly to name a member for the 
Ways and Means Committee, the committee that 
is to prepare the legislative reply to the Presi- 
dent’s urgent request for a tariff reduction bill. 

Having begun by arranging for a Randail tar- 
iff bill, it begins to look as if the Democratic 
managers would keep on badly. It will certain- 
ly be an unfortunate thing if Mr. Mills is chosen 
as Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee. 
He is not only extreme in his views, he is ex- 
tremely unskillful in his method of 
presenting those views. Meaning well, 
and having the courage of his convictions, 
heisinfirm in oratory,.quickly becoming excited 
and incoherent in speech; prone to be dogmatic 
rather than argumentative, and lacking in that 
quality of magnetism necessary to hold such a 
restless body as the House of Representatives. 
If Mr. Mills, with six Democrats in the Ways and 
Means Committee to help him and five Republic- 
ans and one Democrat to oppose him, can get a 
bill before the House that will not make the 
President and the Secretary of the Treasury feel 
asifthey had made themselves ridiculous, it is 
doubtful whether Mr. Randall will not beat it 
out of shape, and, encouraged by the weak and 
hesitating course of the majority leaders, easily 
colnplete the self-assumed task of proving that 
he isa“ bigger” man than the President, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, and Speaker together. His 
“ go-slow” policy is apparently in force. 

The committees, made up perhaps too closely 
upon the theory that long service should be re- 
warded with prominent ‘places, regardiess of in- 
dividual Spuitade, are now expected to be held 
back until after the holidays—a loss of three 
weeks’ time. Then everybody will expect to 
be swept, into Mr. BRandall’s train. A bill 
called “‘Compromise,” that wilh not be a 
Ineasure according to the Préesident’s mes- 
sage, but. more in accord with Mr. 
Randall's interpretation of the message, 
is generally looked for. Mr. Randall has no 
more use for the President's opinions and sug- 
gestions now than he had at Allentown last 
Summer, when he declared hisjdislike of the 
President’s language on the tariff, because of 
the interpretation given to that language by the 
public. ‘The. party 1s afraid of him, and it is ap- 
parently afraid to meet squarely theissue which 
the President has raised. 

Messrs. Lamar, Vilas, and Dickinson will have 
to wait until next week at least beforo they can 
be confirmed for the offices to which they were 


nominated by the President last week, for the 
Senate to-day adjourned until Monday without 
having acted upon either nomination. For some 
time to-day friends of Mr. Lamar and Mr. Vilas 
were troubled by a report to the effect that the 
mnembers of the Judiciary Committee had got 
into a firste-lass row over these two men, and 
that their chances of confirmation had thereby 
been seriously impaired. There was some scur- 
rying about on this account, but the auxious 
ones breathed more freely waen it was learned 
that the Judiciary Committee had not yet 
held a meeting and so could not very 
well have been in a quarrel. There is no 
doubt, however, that the friends of the two 
Cabinet officers are annoyed at the Senate’s de- 
lay in acting upon the nominations, They do 
not find members of the Judiciary Committee 
disposed to say much abogt the outlook, but 
they fear there is some truth in the reports that 
members of the coramittee are not in favor of 
eoutirming Mr. Lamar, and also think that some 
attention should be paid to the rather vague as- 
sertions Which have been made that the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Vilas for Secretary of the Interior 
is pleasing to the mep who do not like the pres- 
ent public land policy of the Administration. 
There is no real fear that the report of the com- 
mittee will be for rejection of the nominees, but 
that it will not be unanimous for confirmation. 
Chairman Edmunds is supposed to be willing to 
inake political capital out of the nominations if 
the opportunily otters,and Mr. Hoar, to whom the 
South is still a bugaboo, is credited with a be- 
lief that no good thing could come out of the 
ar oa, “ea Democracy. Itis now generally ex-

Vilas’s friends have no reason to be lese con- 
fident than they have been from the start that 
the Postimaster-General wili be confirmed as 
Secretary of the Interior, wiile the friends of 
Mr. Don M. Dickinson are aware that the Com- 
mittee on Post Offices and Post Roads has al- 
ready agreed to recommend his confirmation as 
Postmaster-General, and is only waiting to make 
its report when the Judiciary Committee pre- 
sents its report on the other two cases. So far 
asis known, Mr. Dickinson’s confirmation wil 
not be opposed in the Senate.

One reason assigned to-day in a New-York 
paper for the rejection of Mr. Lamar as an As- 
sociate Justice of the Supreme Court is that on 


Feb. 5, 1879, he voted in the Senate against the 
adoption of a resolution offered by Mr, Ed- 
munds declaring it as the judgment of the Sen- 
ate that the thirteenth, fourteenth, and fifteenth 
amendments to the Constitution are aa valid as 
any other part of the Constitution and should 
be enforced by legislation, In support of its 
argument the paper says that Mr. Lamar did not 
speak on the subject, although present, and that 
he voted against the resolution. It then assumes 
that he regarded the amendments as not 
valid, and the question is asked whether he 
would not vote wrong in case the same question 
should arise in the Supreme Court. Persons 
who read thia alarming paragraph should take 
the trouble te get the Congressional Record and 
read the debate. The Republicans held that the 
Senate should formally assert the validity of 
the amendments. The leading Democrats re- 
plied that this would be a superfluous task, as 
the amendments had been ratified by the States 
and passed upon in the courts. Nor did they 
think it necessary or pertinent for the Sen- 
ate to tell the House of Representa- 
tives what legislation was necessary. Mr. 
Lamar was present, but did not speak. 
Mr. Blaine was aleo present, and he, too, refrained 
from speaking. The Democrats characterized 
the resolution as nothing but politica] clap-trap, 
Mr. Edmunds, when he came to vote, announced 
that, as he was paired with Mr. Thurman on all 
political questions, and as this was plainly a 
political question, he should not vote, Mr.

GOV. BODWELL DEAD. 


THE CAREER OF A THOROUGHLY SELF- 
MADE MAN. 

HALLOWELL, Me., Dee. 15.—Gov. Bod- 
well died this morning. At midnight last night 
it was stated by friends of the Governor that 
though he had not rested for the past three 
nights as well as he had done before, he had no 
cough and no pain, and his breathing was clear 
and easy. He was evidently passing through a 
period of nervous prostration, inevitable in a 
person so sick as he had been, but of his uiti- 
mate recovery his friends and physicians were 
very hopeful, as was also the Governor himself. 

The Hon. Joseph R. Bodwell was a native of 
Massachusetts, and waa born in Methuen, June 
18,1818. When he was but § years of age his 
father, who was a farmer, met with reverses, 
and young Bodwell was placed in the care of 
# relative, a farmer, for whom he worked until 
he was 16 years old, earning the muniticent 
Salary of $6 per month. In 1835 he learned the 
shoemaker’s trade, and during the following 
years, until he wus 20 years old, attended achool 
@ portion of the time. The next 10 years 
found him running a farm in Methuen, 
with his father. After the death of his father 
he began a business career in which he had 
ever since been prominent. About 25 years 
ago he,in company with some other equally 
poor men, acquired an interest in an old aban- 
doned granite quarry on sn island on the cvast 
of Maine, and this turned out to be the founda- 
tion of his fortune. At first Mr. Bodwell 
wielded the goadstick over the single yoke of 


oxen owned by the company, but soon the 
business began to increase and the Bodwell 


; Granite Company was organized, with Mr. Bod- 


well as President. He obtained the contract 
for furnishing the stoue for the great buildings 
of the Navy, War, and State Departments at 
Washington, and ina few years became one of 
the richest men in Maine. 

In 1866 Mr. Bodwell removed to Hallowell, 
and there organized the Hailloweil Granite 
Company, and cut out the light colored granite 
which is inferior to no other granite for use in 
Statuary. From these companies, which Mr. 
Bodwell guided, came the material used in the 
Yorktown monument, the soldiers’ monument 
on Boston Common, the monument at Plym- 
outh, Maas.; the new Capitol at Albany, and in 
public buildings at Chicago, Brooklyn, and New- 
York. Thesphinxin Mount Auburn Cemetery, 
Cambridge, Mass., a well-known piece of work, 
was carved from the Hallowell quarry. 
With his interest in the stone business, 
Mr. Bodwell united a love for agricultural pur- 
suits, owning and cultivating with success a 
large farm at Hallowell. His avtive energy was 
also devoted in part to the Bodwell Water Com- 
pany at Oldtown, of which he was President, to 
extensive lumbering operations on the Kenne- 
bee River, and to the shipping interests along 
the coast of Maines, while recently, in addition, 
be assumed the duties of President of the Rapid 
Transit Company between Boston and New- 
York. He labored with great assiduity to make 
that enterprise a success, 

In politics Mr. Bodwell had always been a 
atrong Republican. He was twice elected Mayor 
of Hallowell, and for two terms represented his 
district in the lower branch of the State Legis- 
Jature. In 1880 he was a delegate at large to 
the National Republican Convention which nom- 
inated Gen. Gartleld, and headed the Maine dele- 
gation to the convention of 1884 which nom- 
inated his friend, the Hon. J. G. Blaine. In the 
troubled days of 1880, when a fight for the pos- 
session of the State House was by some people 
looked upon as a possibility, Mr. Bodwell bought 
revolvers for his workmen at Hallowell, and one 
day long to be remembered sent them whizzing 
into Augusta to defend Davis and nese the 
Democrats out of the Capitol. The Republicans 
made him their candidate for Governor in 1886, 
and he was elected by a plurality of 12,000.

Many of 
the firemen suffered severely from inhaling 
smoke, and William Hoag, of Engine Company 
No, 80, was sent to St. Vincent’s Hospital, but he 
returned to duty within half an hour. 

Engine No. 7 was on its way to its City Hall 
quarters and was passing 447 Broadwuy, which 
runs to 24 Mercer-street, when its members saw 
smoke welling out of the vauitlights, and discov- 
ered thata dangerous fire was burning in the 
centre of the cellar, which, with the 
sub-cellar and ground floor, is occupied by 
Cc Lauer, dealer in tors and no- 
tions. A third alarm was struck and the 
firemen found that the second outbreak was 
more serious than the first. It had not only to 
be attacked front and rear, but on the second 
floor, asaskylight took the flames there, and 
there was great risk of going up to the fifth floor 
and roof. Admirable management by 
Chief Shay resulted in cutting off 
the fire at the second floor, but it was 10 o’clock 
before the fireinthe cellar and subcellar was 
conquered. During the fire Capt. F. 8 Groves 
and Patrolman Michael Hyde of Insurance 
Patrol No. 2 were cut eff by smoke and nearly 
asphyxiated up stairs, but they revived on 
beiug carried into Broadway. Arthur Zuluff of 
Patrol No, 1 hurt his hip by falling through a hole 
made in the vault lights, and was sent home. 
Assistant Foreman 8. McLeoa Murphy of Engine 
No. 7, was overcome by heat and smoke, and 
was sent to the St. Vincent’s Hospital.

MATTERS OF INTEREST TO TRADE 


GANIZATIONS DISCUSSED. 

BALTIMORE, Dec. 15.—This morning’s ses- 
sion of the American Federation of Labor was 
consumed by the introduction of almost innu- 
mwerable resolutions om various subjects. 
One was to boycott one W. L Dongias, 
a@ shoe manufacturer. Another was a pro- 
test from the Cigarmakers’ International Union 
against a reduction of the internal revenue tax 
on tobacco. The Oystermen’s Union want a 
law prohibiting the use of oysters that are not 
3 years old. The Progressive Tailors’ Union ask 


official indorsement for their label, and several 
trades want Congress to pass a law that will 
prevent the employment of men enlisted in the 
army or navy in any capacity where skilled 
labor cen be used,

Constitution. An effort to draw the line between 
skilled and unskilled labor was stigmatized as 
the cause of the disintegration of the Knights 
of Labor, and a motion to atrike out the words

unions” exclusively, was voted down. A motion 
to compel all organizations to obtain charicre 


' trom the Federation one month before the meet- 


ing of the convention occasioned censiderable 
debate and warm opposition frem representa- 
tives of the Interna.ional Typographical Union, 
who declared that their old and influential 
organization would under no circumstances 
come to the Feaeration for a charter, and it 
was amended to read certificate of memborship 
instead of charter, and passed. The question of 
equitable representation was the canse of long 
discussion. Some delegates held that national 
and international hodies only were entitled toa 
voice in the affairs of the Federation, while 
ethers were of the opinion that Central 
labor unions and local trades assemblies 
were the malisstay of the labor reform 
movement, and it was voted that such 
organizations be allowed representatich aceord- 
ing to their numerical strength, even though the 
same trades may be indirectly represented by 
delegates from their national body. 

The constitution bas not yet been adopted, 
and itis now improbable that the final adjourn- 
mentcan be had before Saturday afternoon. 
Tne delegates were to-night entertained by the 
Carpenters’ Brotherhood of Baltimere.

THRE LITTLE TOTS CARED FOR AT THE 
HALF-ORPHAN ASYLUM.

Rev. Dr. Schauffler, Superintendent of City Mis- 
sions, At the conclusion of the exercises the 
little ones sat down to a lunch in the big din- 
ing room, where they were watched by the vis- 
itors, 

The report showed a very satisfactory state of 
affairs in the institution with the single excep- 
tion of a want of money to carry on the work as 
efnciently as is needed. A committer is 
considering whether .1t will be better to 
build on the 12 lots on New-avenue, 
between One Hundred and Fourth and One 
Hundred and Fifth streets, presented to 
theinstitution by Mrs, Robert L. Stuart, or to 
sell that preperty and purchase less valuable 
land en which toerect buildings. The health of 
the children during the past year has been ex- 
ceptionally good, and to-day there is not one of 
the children who is suffering from even a cold. 
There has not been a singie death. F'fty-three 
applicants have been admitted during this year 
and 65 dismissed, four of the latter having been 
placed in Western homes. 

The splendid condition of the children is due 
in great measure to the efficiency of the new 
Mairon, Mrs. L. 4. Hoskins, who was for along 
time the head teacher of the institution.

Continuing, he said: 

“Mrs, Robinson is charged with the murder of 
her favorite son. The Government say they 
have no absolute proof that Mrs. Robinson ad- 
ministered the drug, and that they rely solely 
on circumstantial evidence. Dr. Beers was try- 
ing to gain this woman’s hand and heart. Ho 
has openly declared it, Mr. Smith was there 
also OR many occasions. These two men 
s00n became jealous of each other, 
watched each other, and were active in 
competition for Mrs. Robinson’s favor. Dr. 
Beers, in order to better secure it, offered to let 
her have money, and Smith in some way found 
out that she was to receive money and he be- 
came anxious to get hold of it. We will show 
you that Dr. Beers was down on Atlantic- 
avenue the Monday previous to Willie's firat 
sickness, and that he gave him some med- 
icine in the form of pills. We will show 
you that on Wednesday morning, the day 
when at noon Wilile was first noticed 
as being sick, a box did fall on him in his brother 
Charlie’s presence. He then started for home 
andon the way stepped into an apothecary 
store and drank a glass of soda. We accede that 


Willie died of arsénieal poisoning, but that this 
woman administered the fatal drug with one 
hand and swoothed the pillow for the dying boy 
with the other we do hot and cannot accede. 
We positively deny that sne ever purchased any 
arsenic, or knew its properties.” 

The first witness for the defense Was C. H. 
Robinson, only son of the prisoner. He testi- 
fied regarding the accident which “2 to 
Willie a short time before his death. Referring 
to Dr. Beers the Witmess testified: ‘The Mon- 
day previous to the accident br. Beera came 
down on Atlantic-avelue to where Willie kept 
his stand. I and Willie were there, and 
Dr. Beers attempted to get me to take 
some pills, which he said were good 
for the appetite I would not take any, though 
Willie did take and swallow some. I tooka note 
from my mother to Dr. Beers at one time in the 
Summer or Spring of 1886. I worked at one 
time in Mr. Cupple’s store, corner of Washington 
and School streets. Dr. Beers left packages of 
powder thers direeted to Lizzie, my sister, I 
took them out each time and gave them to my 
mother.” 

There was a buzz of excitement when Mra. 
Robinson, the prisoner, Was called to the stand. 
She walked with a steady step to the witness 
box, where she seated herself in a big arm chair. 
In answer to questions by her counsél she de- 
tailed the events of ber life up to the time when 
ber son Willie engaged in the express busineas, 
and his admission into the order of 
the Pilgrim Fathers. Witness’s aequaintance 
with Dr. Beers dated back 30 years, 
though it was only kapt up intimately 
since 1884. From that time until Lizzie’s death 
Dr. Beers’s visits were of almost daily fre- 
quency. He was not treating witnese profes- 
sionally. He said his wife had been dead 20 
years, and that he wanted to marry witness; he 
never stayed at the house all night but twice— 
ones in Cambridge and once in Somerville. Wit- 
ness told him that if she ever married she would 
marry him, but she never expected to find any 
one to take her late husband’s place. On one 
occasion she sent her som Willie to Dr. 
Beers’s hense after some medicine, Willie 
reported when he returned that he weut to Dr. 
Beers’s house, and on asking the person who 
came tothe doorif Dr. Beers vas in the person 
sald he was not, but his wife was. When Dr. 
Beers came to witaesa’s house the next time she 
repeated to him what Willie had said. Dr, 
Beers said it was his son's wife who was meanf. 
Dr. Beers became qu'te indignant and went 
away, taking with him the rings he bad given 
her. Dr. Beers returned again the next day 
and said he would take back what he 
had said the day befors about his son’s wife. 
Be said ho did have a wife, but was divorced 
from her. She was visiting bis house, however, 
the day Willie called there. He returned the 
rings he had taken away, and witness took them. 
Dr. Beers’s visits from that time on were not so 
frequent; witness last saw him to talk with him 
the Sunday before Willie was taken sick. 

Mra. Robinson told with great effect of an in- 
tervieéw she had with Dr. Beers after she had 
made a visit to Natick with Mr. Smith to see 
abeut boarding her children there. The witnese 
said: “Dr. Beers asked me next day if I went 
out there with Smith When I _ told 
him I did the was very indignant, and 
said that he bad something in his 
yest pocket that would put himself out of tho 
way, but that he wouid first put me ont of the 
way with it. Some time after this Dr. 
Beere got angry because [I went to Bos- 
ten with Mr. Smith, and accused mo 
of being intimate with Smith. This charge 
I indignantly denied. Later [ went to see Dr. 
Beers in his office, and left him in anger at his 
conduct. He eametosee meon the following 
Sunday, and said he had come to visit Willie. I 
did not have any conversation with him; don’t 
— he staid more than three-quarters of an 
our. 

Regarding the dinner, at which it is alloged 
by the Government that Mrs. Robinson gave her 
son poison in his tea, the witness deni in the 
most emphatic manner that she put anything in 
the tea. She said: “I poured out acup and put 
in milk and sugar. Willie did not use milk. He 
tasted the tea, and asked, ‘ Mothor what is the 
matter with thetea?’ I tasted it and told him 
if he did not like it to set it aside. He did so, 
and refused to allow meto get Jessie todraw a 
fresh pot. I tvok one or two sips of the tea. 
After [ poured the tea it remained on the table. 
Mr. Sawyer drank only water.” 


GOV. BODWELL’'S SUCCESSOR. 


MAINE TO BE RULED BY AN OQPPONENT 
OF BLAINE AND HIS METHODS 
AuGustTa, Me., Dee. 15.—It is thought 
that the death of Gov. Bodwell will make a 
great difference in the political standing of 
the tate of Maine, and while it is 
very early to say much about differ- 
ences and changes, nevertheless new methods 
are already foreshadowed. Gov. Bodwell 
was the stanch friend of Mr. Blaine, and Mr. 
Blaine practically secured his nomination. Se- 
bastian S. Marble, President of the Senate, the 
successor of ‘Mr. Bodwell, is understood to 
be an independent Republiean or a “Mug- 
wump,” While it is thought that he will 
not be controlled by Mr. Blaine in the 
least degree, itis not expected that he will open- 


ly oppose his management. It is felt that he 
will take ne orders from Mr. Blaine. His quar- 
rel with Blaine dates back to the time when he 
was a candidate for the Colleetorship of Port- 
land, and Mr. Blaine prevented his appointment. 

Mr. Marble is the friend of the Hamlins, the 
veteran Hannibal being his ideal, wich circum- 
Stance indicates a return to political power of 
the Hamlins, Before Mr. Marble waa chosen to 
the Maine Senate his hostility toward the Blaine- 
ites was so noticeabie and seopen that there was 
considerable alarm in the Augusta camp, which 
fact hada greut deal to do with his getting his 
seat in the Senate. It is said that had the 
Blaineites even dreamed of the event which has 
taken place Mr. Marble never would have 
been chosen President of the Senate, which 
in this State is a position analogous, so far 
as succession in the case of a vacanoy is con- 
cerned, to that of Lieutenant-Governor. In his 
views of prohibition Mr. Marble is regardea as 
very liberal, vastly different in this respect from 
Gov. Bodwell. Changes, slowly and quietly, 
but surely, are looked for, which will be 
distasteful to the cause of Mr. Blaine and Mr. 
Manley, something in the nature of a political 
deal. Politica have heen such that during sev- 
eral years Messrs. Blaine and Manley have 
aictated, and even Hannibal Hamlin has 
been obliged to bow hia proud gray ‘head 
and march under the oppressive yoke. Now a 
gentleman will be Governor who regards Han- 
nibal Hamlin aseven greater than Mr. Blaine, 
and who is bis sworn friend.

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MILLIONS MADH HOMELESS. 


4 TERRIBLE DISASTER REPORTED FROM 

San Francisco, Dec. 10.—The steamship 
City of Sydney arrived this afternoon from Hong 
Kong and Yokohama. Chinese papers give de- 
tails of a disaster occasioned by the Yellow 
River overflowing its banks in the province of 
Ho-Nan, and describe it as one of the most apall- 
ing occurrences in loss of life and property re- 
corded in recent times. The river broke 
its banks on the evening of Sept. 28, 


| Southwest of the city of Ching-Chow, and 


not only completely inundated that city 
but also 10 other populous cities. The whole 
area is now a raging sea from 10 to 30 feet deep, 
where it was once a densely-populated and rich 
plain. The former bed of the Yellow River is 


now dry, and the present lake was the bed of the 
river centuries ago. The loss of life is incalen- 
lable and the statement is made by missionaries 
that millions of Chinese ars homeless and starv- 
ing. Thomas Paton, one of the American mis- 
sionaries, writing from Ho-Nan Province under 
date of Oct. 28, says: 

“The newly-gathered crops, houses, and trees 
are all swept away, involving a fearful loss of 
life. The country was covered witha fine Win- 
ter braid, whieh is gone, and implies complete 
destruction to next year’s crop. ‘ Bread! 
bread!’ isthe cry of thousands who areon the 
river bank. Benevolent people go in boats and 
throw bread among the masses here and there, 
but itis nothing compared with the require- 
ments. The mass of people is still being in- 
creased by continual arrivals, each being even 
more hungry than the last. There they sit, 
stunned, hungry, and dejected, without a rag to 
wear or & morsel offocd. Mat huts are being 
erected for them. What it will be in two months 
I Gannot conceive. The misery is increased 
owing to the bitter cold weather.’ 

Yellow River has long been known as China’s 
sorrow, and the present disaster has served to 
reassert its right toe the terrible title. As yet de- 
tails ef the disaster are very meagre. It has oe- 
curred in a district where but few foreigners 
are, and the reports furnished by the officials 
an ublished in the Pekin Gazelle convey a 
very Inadequate account of the extent of the 
losa Of life and property and the sufferings of 
the survivors. The Governorin Honau reports 
to the throne that “Nearly all the people 
have been drowned in the district reached by 
the water, the survivors being those who es- 
caped to the high ground or took refuge in 
trees, where they remained until they were 
rescued.” This gives but little impression as to 
what the extent uf the disaster really is. 

The Chinese 7imes in the Province of Chihli, 
where disastrous inundations have also oc- 
curred, says there are 270 peeple homeless, rep- 
resenting those whese lives were destroyed, 
and adds that the misery in that province is 
trifling as compared with that caused by 
Huango-Ho, or the Yellow River. The ex- 
tent of ground swept over by the overwhelm- 
ing flood, given in English figures, is over 
7,000 square miles, and the land thus submerged 
formed a@ part of one of the richest and must 
densely populated plains of Northern China. 
Already eonsiderabio sums have been contrib- 
uted toward the relief of the sufferers. Tho 
Emperor of China has given 2,000,000 taels, and 
the Chinese have started subscription lists in 
Shanghai to which foreigners have liberally con- 
tributed. Millions have been rendered house- 
less and entirely deprived of all chances of earn- 
ing their livelihood, for their fields will either be- 
come permanent lakes or uninhabitable swamps. 
It is feared that the distress which will be felt 
during the coming Winter will equa! in intensity 
the famine of 10 years ago, when charitable 
donations contributed to from all parts of the 
world were utterly inadequate. It is stated 
that, owing to the action taken by the Yellow 
River, itnolonger flows toward the sea, but 
seems content in converting Lastern Honan and 
Nerthern Ngauwhut into a lake. It may ulti- 
mately flow into the sea through the Kiangon, 
or it may even possibly join the Yangtese. 


ANOTHER BANK DEFAULTER., 


A PHILADELPHIA BOOKKEEPER’S DIS- 
HONEST METHODS, 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 15.—Joseph Knight, 
65 years old, jespected and trusted througkout 
his 35 years of service as under bookkeeper for 
the Manufacturers’ National Bank, to-day 
went to prison in default of $35.000 
bail, beimg charged with embezzling at 
least twice that amount from the bank. 
He was arrested on Friday, and the affair 
was kept secret until today. Knight 
was delivered over to United States Deputy 
Marshals Myers and Marshall by the detect- 
ives at 4 o'clock and half an hour later was 
arraigned before United States Commissioner 
Edmunds. The prisoner was given a seat at 
the end of a long table facing the Commis- 
stoner. 


Was represented by counsel, and the United 
States District Attorney replied that C) 
was not. The District Attermey opened the 
examination by stating that the defendant was 
charged with having violated section 5,209 of 
the United States Statues by willfully embez- 
vling and abstracting meney and making false 
entries in his books with intent to defraud the 
bank and mislead those whose duty it was to 
examine his accounts. He did this, the District 
Atterney observed, aa clerk of the M 

ers’ Bank, which is a national bank. 

John W. Moffey, the gray-haired and gray- 
bearded President of the bank, was then placed 
on the stand. 

“How long have yon been the President of 
the Manufasturers’ National Bank?’ asked 
Commissioner Edmunds. 

** For 12 years,” was the reply. 

“In what capacity is defendant employed in 
the bank?’ ‘‘He said that he had been there 
for 36 years. He waa there long before I became 
connected with the bank.” 

‘Wher did you first discover that there was 
anything wrong with him or his aecounta ?” 

“On Dee. 9 [founda eeuple of his accounts, 
amounting to some $20,000, on his trial bal- 
anee sheet were incorrect. These two accounts 
amount to $10,000 each. His books were cor- 
rect, but the errors were on his trial balance 
sheet. This sheetis prepared from the ledger 
onee a wneuth, or oftener if required, and exhib- 
ited to the general boekkeepor, Mr. Daly.” 

“ De the balance sheet show too much or too 
little?” 

“Too little. In consequence of this discovery 
ILspoke to the defendant, and he said that was 
an error and he would have it corrected.” 

‘Was it corrected ?” 

“T think not; each of the accounts ought to 
have shown $10,000 more than appeared on the 
trial balanee.” 
his When did you next have a conversation with 
im? 

* The day following, I think it was the 10th, he 
did not appear at the bank, and Isent for him, 
but heeould not be found thatday. The next day 
he came to the bank and I asked him what the 
diserepaucies on his triai balance sheet meant. 
His reply was that he had been doing wrong for 
many years, He bezanin 1864, and had been 
taking money from time to time.” 

** Did he specify the prohable amount ?” 

« He said that he might have taken a couple 
of hundred dollars in the past year.” 

* Did you ask how be had taken it ?”. 

“Yes, sir. He said that there was along line 
of depositors, some who didn’t like to wait and 
would band him their deposit and request him to 
enter it upon their accounts a8 an accommoda- 
tion to them. This he did, entering the correct 
amountin his ledger, but Begleeting to report 
te the Receiving Teller.’

“ He was unable to say, but when I told him 
that his accounts showed that he had taken be- 
tween $60,000 and $65,000, he said that amount 
was aboutright.

‘We den’t care if he returned the full 
amount,” interrupted the Commissioner.

“it is moreimportant to know how much he has 
taken within the last six years.” 

“Not much, as he hasn’t had an oppor- 
tunity. Orders were given to the clerks several 
years ago forbidding them to receive deposits. 

@ was the only one who violated this rule.” 

“T think,” said the Commissioner, ‘‘ his bail 
ought to be $35,000 or $40,000,” and he fixed 
the amount at the latter figure. Mr. Valentine 
interposed a suggestion in an undertone, and the 
Commissioner said: * Weil, I'll maketit $35,000; 
but that’s only about haif of the amount in- 
volved.” 

The prisoner was then committed in default 
of bail to answer atthe February sessions of 
the United States Court.

A BIG FIRE AT ST. AUGUSTINE. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. Dec. 15.—At 2 
o’clock this afternoon fire broke out in Hamb- 
lin’s hardware store at St. Augustine as the re- 
sult of an explosion in the oilroom.

SURRENDERING THE CONTROL 
OF THE CURRENCY. 
METAILS OF COUNT MITKIENWIC2’S BANK-

The telephone and other features of the 
Chinese concessions to Count Mitkiewioz and 
Wharton Barker have drifted into publicity 
from time to time, with the single exception of 
the banking privileges, the torms of which have 
been kept under the lock of the Count’s strong 
box at the St, James Hotel, where he is living.

to which the signatures are affiixed give the 
general details of the big scheme. [tis proposed 
to establish a Chinese-American Bank in China, 
the capital of which is to be subscribed by Chi- 
nese and American officials and merchants. The 
Pei-Yung Superintendent, Viceroy Li, is to be 
étitioned to protect and uphold it. The capital 
8 to be $10,000,000 United States currency; the 
umber of shares to be limited to 100,000, at 
8100 United States currency a share; one-hait 
of the entiré capital to be subscribed by Chinese, 
and the other half by Americans. Wharton 
Barker is to be President. He livea in America, 
butis at liberty to depute the Vice-President to 
go to China, who will also act for the Prest- 
gent. Ths Chinese will wiso name a Pres- 
faent and Vice-President, who are to act 
in concert and have equal power with Wharton 
Barker's representative. ‘Tue Directors are tobe 
one-half Chinese and one-half Americans, to bo 
elected by the sharcholders, and the Directors 
are to elect the managers from either Chineso 
or Americans, according to their adaptability to 
the Various places. Whenever a Chinese is ap- 
pointed manager there is to be an Atnerican in- 
spector to assist, and vice versa, so that every- 
thing will be conducted in the best possible 
manner and no irregularities will occur. The 
Presidents, Vice-Presidents, and managers are 
to bs proposed and elected by the Directors at 
any time, and the Viceroy is to sanction the ap- 
pointments. R 

The bank is to be establishelin Tien-Tsin and 
Shanghai, and gradually in all other places that 
may beGesirable. The Chinese Government can 
at all times and for all purposes make loaus to 
any amount from or through the bank, the 
method being that adopted by the American Gov- 
ernment. The rate of interest on such loans will 
be the samé as tho minimum rate paid by the 
United States. The rate of interest for and the 
time for the repayment of such loans will be 
nezotiated aud decided at such times as the 
loans are made. For construction purposes, 
should the loans be négotiated for, with, or 
through the bank, the Viceroy Li must first 
be petitioned to permit the bank to send 
a representative to examine whether it is ad- 
wisable te loan before a contract is drawy and 
submitted to Li for his approval. If the loan is 
large it must be secured by property. Con- 
atruction materials are to be first negotiated for 
with the bankers, andits offers must be as low 
asthe tenders of mershants. In all other pur- 
ehases this rule can be followed. She bank will 
have power.to cast gold and silver dollars and 
fssue bank notes to half the amount of its 
fuvested capital. The promoters of all empire 
improvements are at liberty to lend money 
from or through the bank, at an extra cheap 
rate of interest, with the understanding thas 
the bank is to share the protita from the enter- 
prise. For transacting such business, which 
cannot be done without the special sanction of 
the Government, the bank makes a profit after 
deducting the dividends to the shareholders, 
and the surplus isto be divided with the Gov- 
ernment. 

A special clause provides that if the Chinese 
are unable to subscribe the full amoung of their 
ebare ef stock, whatever shares remain will be 
mortgaged with Wharton Barker, who will col- 
ject dividends and ail other profits on them. The 
Chinese merchants can redeem at various times 
at par, ‘f at the time of redeeming the shares 
Barker hus not collected any dividends on them, 
or bas co.lected not up to the rate of 3 per cent.

SERVING HIS TIME 
SAN FRANCISCO. 

Saw Francisco, Dec. 15.—James Harkina, 
who was supposed to be serving a sentences of 
12 months’ imprisonment in the county jail at 
San José, has been discovered walking around 
the city.

MONIOA’S WINS 1HE SUI. 


JUDGE FREEDMAN HOLDS THAT 
SOHOOL IS NOT TAXABLE, 

i Judge Freedman of the Superior Court 
gave a decision yesterday in the noted suit of 
the Church of St. Monica against the city to re- 
move a tax lien of $157 50 which had been 
placed upon its parochial school property in 
1882 Archbishop Corrigan, the real plaintiff, 
claimed that the school property should not 
have been taxed on account of the provisions of 
the Revised Statutes and of the consolidated act 
relating to this city, which say that every build- 
ing erected and used for a college, an incorpor- 
ated academy, or other seminary of learning, 
every building for public worship, every school- 
house in this city, the land upon which they 
stand, and the furniture therein shall be exempt 
from taxation, provided they are exclusively

man decided that the Archbishop's claim is good, 
and that the lien must be removed. 

The case presented some interesting questions. 
St. Monioa’s is a new parish founded by the Rev. 
James J. Dougherty, and when he bought the 
land on which the school stands he had the 
deeds made out to himself.

in their discontent they will be apt todo harm to 
those who have more of the — things of earth than 
they possess. These objections do not spring from 
reason, they spring from prejudice; they have bean 
handed down from ‘the dark days of labor's 
thraildom, and are unworthy of this enlight- 
ened age. he masses should not be in 
Inisery, end if they are they should not only 
know it, but they should know what remedy io 
apply. The real condition of every man shonild be 
known to himself first of all, that he may take steps 
to make it better. This is an age of progress, and the 
man with the paper cap must march along wiih the 
procession or the procession will march to ruin. If 
the lot of the toiler is degraded, if it is bad, he should 
be made to see it, that in his discontent he may look 
about him for a chance to improvo thatlot.

TO THE ALABAMA BAR 
ASSOCIATION. 

MontTacomery, Ala., Dec. 15.—The annual 
address before the Alabama State Bar Associa- 
tion was delivered to-day by Judge John F. Dii- 
lon of New-York. As this is the centennial year 
of the adoption of the Federal Constitution, be 
selected as hig subject “A Century of American 
Law.” After arotrospect of the general situa- 
tion he said the condition of English and Amer- 
can law a century ago was faithfully mirrored 
in Blackstone's “ Commentaries,” the first com- 
pleted edition of which was published just six 
years before the American Revolution, After 
adverting to the baneful effects of the feudal 
system upon the English law, part of which 
oniy we bad escaped, he noticed the folowing 
changes upon subjects of general and permanent 
importance: 

Within the century imprisonment for debt had 
been abolished in both Great Britain and Awer- 
ica, and in this legislation Arnerica had led the 
way. By way of contrast he alluded to the 
modern liberal exemption and homestead laws 
of the several States and of the National Gov- 
ernment. Under tho beneficent operation of the 
laiter act more than 100,000,000 acrés of land 
had been entered by $20,000 heads of fam- 
ilies. Great and beneficial changes bad 
beeu made within the last 50 years in 
respect of the rights of married women. 
The principle of American married women’s 
protective acts Was in 1870 andin 1882 adopt- 
ed by the English Parliament. Under the crim- 
inal laws of England 100 years ago neariy 200 
offenses were capital felonies, and the laws 
were Otherwise oppressive and sévere. They 
have been gradualiy ameliorated, till at this 
time only four offenses are aps tnge & punishable 
in Englund and only two in this country. 
The «abolition of the common law forms of 
action and of pleadings and the changes 
made by the Codes of Procedure in this countr 
and by the British Judicaturé act of 1873, 
(adopting the principle of the American codes,) 
were among the most salutary reforms in the 
law. The change in the law of évidence by 
which all persons, including parties to the suit, 
have been made competént witnesses wasa 
great improvement in legal administration. In 
this Engiand had led the way, and we had fol- 
lowed. The growth of corporations and of cor- 
porate litigation was dwelt upon at length and 
statistics given showing that nearly one-half of 
modern reported cases involve corporation 
ay. 

The speaker next traced the growth of legal 
literature in this country. A century ago we 
had no American law books. In 1886 we had 

ublished 3,798 volumes of reports, against 
3,500 in England. In thecentury to come he 
predicted various changes in international and 
municipal law, among which would be the aboli- 
tion of literary piracy, and a systematic restate- 
ment of the body of our laws. He appealed to 
young men to take up this great work, and con- 
cluded by saying: “ Mayhap some young man 
hears me to-day, gifted beyond the common iot, 
with an eye couched to tread wider and higher 
aweep that will take in all the constructive pos- 
sibilities of the rich and scattered materials of 
our laws, and be so fortunate as to leave upon 
the massive, imposing, ever-advaucing but im- 
perishable structure of our jurisprudence some 
visible imprint, some embodied wemorial of his 
genius as well as of his labors.”

“Now, if the District Attorney was alive to 
his duty, and was not hampered by political or 
social consideration for the rascals who are in 
range of the judicial lightning, he would at once 
notify the citizens of a time when he would lay 
the matter before the Grand Jury. He would 
subpena all the witnesses they have named to 
him to appear onthe day of the investigation, 
and, taking them in proper order, have them 
tell their stories to the Grand Jury. As each 
witness disclosed the name of & person implicat- 
ed in or cognizantof the frauds committed the 
Diatrict Attorney would issue subpoenas for 
such persons, and compel them to appear and be 
examined before the Grand Jury touching their 
knowledge of what crimes had been committed.

BURY THE OITY’S WIRES. 
MONEY NEEDED FOR THE FIRE AND 
POLICE DEPARTMENTS. 

The Fire Department of the city is taking 
steps, apparently, to make use of the subways 
already constructed for its telegraph system, 
without waiting for the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment to vote the money necessary for 
the purchase of suitable cabfes. Under date of 
Dec. 13, Mr. J. Elliot Smith, Superintendent of 


the Fire Telegraph system, writes to President 
Hess of the Board of Electrical Control, 
stating that “negotiations are now pend- 
ing for procuring a limited number of 
wires in cables, to be placed in the conduits now 
prepared, if successful, we shall want to make 
use of the Lexington-avenue connection, and 
many of the others, especially those north of 
Prince-street. I feel quite confident that we 
shall be able to procure the cable, but will 6ay 
that if we do succeed in getting it you can have 
the benefit of probabiy 10 days’ notice before 
we commence work.” 

Commissioner Voorhis of the Police Board, 
in answer to a communication from Secretary 
Moss of the Board of Electrical Control, writes 
that it will require but a shorttimeto test the 
several systems of police signaling now in 
operation in the Nineteenth Precinct, but he is 
unable to gay whether the Police Board will 
adopt either of the systems. The wiresof the 
Fire and Police Departments are now strung on 
@vumber of poles in Sixth, Ninth, and Third 
avenues, and Park-row, which the Board of 
Electrical Control would order removed at 
once but for this fact. The Fire Depart- 
ment has an application before the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment for an appro- 
priation to purchase cables for use in the sub- 
ways. (Last year the same request was made, 
but the boardiynoredit.

JUST WHAT MAY BE-SEKEN AT MADISON- 
SQUARE GARDEN. 

With the galvanized iron wire coops all 
properly unmbered end the poultry and 
pigeons all cooped, the Poultry Show yesterday 
assumed the shaps of all regulated poultry 
shows. Everything was in working order, and 
even the incubators began hatching out the 
fluffy yellow balls which willin course of time 
become chickens. Unfortunately for the Now- 
York Poultry Exchange, the weather was un- 
propitious, andin consequence the attendance 
was very light both afternoon and evening. But 
every one that visited Madison-Square Garden 
was more than pleased with the show, for of 
quantity there was plenty and the quality was 
high. So said the visitors, and on such a day 


none but those fully competent to judge would 
venture out to see the feathered beauties, 

Half a dozen gentlemen, all clad in linen 
dusters, skirmished about from cage to cage 
during the day and evening, critically examining 
evers chick and fowl and noting down on bits of 
cardboard the respective morits and demerits of 
each candidate fort prize honors. Ax there are 
abouta thousand of the fowls to be examined,and 
each one has to be scored by the judge of the 
classes assigned him, the work was not com- 
plotes yesterday, and will not be until to-night, 

y which time the list of prize winners will 
probably be completed. The competition in 
each class has thus far been very close, and the 
result will be awaited with considerable inter- 
est by the world of poultry breeders, for the 
merits of rival strains of various classes 19 being 
subjected to the most rigid testa. 

The chiet additions to the show yesterday 
were the incubators in which chickens will be 
batched daily during the continuation of the 
show; @ fawn, which during the afternoon man- 
aged to chew @ piece about the size of a silver 
dollar out of the sieeve of the sealskin coat worn 
by a Jady who ree to pet it; a pair of rab- 
bits that had eara buta trifle smaller than an 
elephant’s, and a cage containing a litter of nine 
collie puppies, which caught the fanoy of every 
The collection of pigeons 
was also increased by the additionof over a hun- 
dred birds. The greater part o? these sre tho 
homing pigeons, which afe all alike, and, there- 
fore, give to this portion of the show & monoto- 
nous look. The big runts, the pretty ringdoves, 
and the gayly-colored toy pigeons, which the 
German fanciers are so clever in raising, are 
miased by the general public, which cares very 
little about the “ recora” birds of the homing 
class, over which the pigeon fancier raves just 
now. But where variety is lacking in this class 
itis foundin the chicken tcoops, where vearly 
every variety that has been or that can be bred 
is represented. 

Among these latter, the favorite seems to be the 
new white Wyandotte fowls, a good-sized, well- 
formed, richly-dressed, and brightly rose-combed 
bird. Superintendent Conklin of Central Park 
has added to the interest of the show by send- 
ing them for exhibition a couple of black swans, 
and a curassow cock, ali three of which are as 
great objects of curiosity as Sherman Hart- 
well’s big turkeys or Fred Mather’s brilliantiy- 
plumaged woodcluck. But the young men 
irom the various clubs who went to the 
show iast evening, found more to inter- 
est them in alot of pens at the Fourth-avenue 
end of the garden. There werealotof came- 
cocks, and about one of these a crowd of ad- 
mirers were constantly assembled, The reason? 
He is a biack-breasted red from a famous New-

Our Washington dispatches indicate a 
@iscouraged state of feeling among the 
friends of tariff reform in Washington, due 
to the dilatory course of Mr. CARLISLE and 
the disposition to do nothing that Mr. Ran- 
DALL will not approve in advance. We have 
long heid that. if this disposition was ad- 
hered to nothing would be done. If the 
Democrats surrender beforehand to Mr. Ran- 
DALL they cannot complain if he enforces 
hard terms. But there is an element in the 
situation that neither he nor they can ac- 
curately estimate, and thatis the force of 
pnblic opinion, which may manifest itself 
before the session is overin a manner that 
will compel attention. Whatever may be 
done or left undone in Congress the respon- 
sibility must finally rest, as the President 
bluntly and justly said, “‘ where it belongs,” 
and that is not with him. 


We do not suppose any ons imagines so 
‘vain a thing as that Congress will legislate 
on the currency at this session. But Sena- 
tor Stewart of Nevada is not discouraged 

_by that fact from proposing a bill to pro- 
wide for the free circulation of silver 
in the form of certificates. He made a 
sneech yesterday on this bill, which was 
‘crammed with the old familiar assertions 
regarding the wrong and danger of silver 
‘demonetization. His chief fargument was 
‘that the demonetization of silver would 
stop the working of the mines and diminish 
by one-third the product of gold which was 
joined with the silver. But the fact is that 
the total production of silver in the United 
States in 1875—the year of demonitization 
—was $31,700,000. In 1878, the year lim- 
ited silver coinage was adopted, it was 
$45,200,000. Last year it was $51,000,000. 
Gold in the meantime had advanced only 
from $33,400,000 in 1875 to $35,000,000 
in 1886. It will thus be seen that if legis- 
lation had anything to do with the course 
of production demonetization increased the 
production of silver atthe rate of $4,500,- 
900 a year, while limited coinage in- 
creased it only at the rate of $750,000 a 
year. Of course, legislation had very little 
to do with these results, but Senator 
STEWART thinks that everything depends 
on Jegislation. 

Fourteen months ago we directed atten- 
tion to plans for the construction of two new 
railroads from the Northwestern wheat 
fields to the Sault Ste. Marie. These roads 
‘are now practically completed. One of 
them, the Duluth, South Shore and Atlantic, 
‘extends from Duluth along the south shore 
of Lake Superior to the Sault, and the other, 
the Minneapolis, Sault Ste. Marie and At-

The real explanation of Mr. MARTINE’S 
inaction in regard to these election frauds 
istousunknown.

The Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Children has undoubtedly done a great 
deal of good. It would do even morse if it 
showed more discretion in selecting the | 
cases in which it felt called upon to inter- ; 
fere. The latest of these is one of the most 
absurd. Itis the case of a boy 10 years old 
who plays the piano in public with the as- 
sent of his father, whois also his teacher. 
It is nonsense to say that, on the face of it, 
this constitutes a case of cruelty any more 
than the case of the boy HormMaAnn, who is 
of exactly the same age. It is possible, 
of course, that the boy has been 
subjected to cruel treatment and that 
the society has evidence of this. If 
that be true’ the proper course of 
the society would appear to be to notify 
the manager of the theatre in which the 
boy was to appear that the performance 
would not be permitted, and to give its 
reasons. Instead of this, the agents of the 
socicty appeared at the performance itself 
to prevent the manager from giving it and 
to force him to defraud his customers of 
their money. The society is doubtless act- 
ing within the letter of the law, but the 
lawmakers probably expected that the offi- 
cers of the society which was clothed with 
such powers would show some sense in ap- 
plying them. 

SCENT OREN EERE AS, 
BLAINE \AND THE CLUBS. 

The chief occupation of the delegates to 
the Convention of Republican Clubs so far 
has been to elect a temporary Chairman and 
to discuss Presidential candidates in the 
lobbies of the hotels. The purely ‘‘unself- 
ish” character of the gathering that was 
remarked yesterday morning by the prin- 
cipal organ of the ‘“‘ Blaine-or-busters” in 
this city is as conspicuous as in most politic- 
alassemblies, and is nearly as noteworthy as 
the youth of some of the young Republicans, 
who, like Senator EvartTs, are old enough 
to have been dough-faced Whigs before 
the Republican Party came into existence. 
These particular young Republicans are 
also, however, old enough to be forgiven the 
errors of their earlier days. It is not neces- 
sary to dwell upon their age, except that it 
throws some light on the notion the Blaine 
organs are trying to spread that this isa 
repetition of the Wide-Awake movement of 
1860. Certainly a considerable portion of 
its leaders will have to withdraw before the 
movement can develop anything of the en- 
ergy, the fervor, the clearness, and firmness 
of conviction that marked the army of vol- 
unteers who marched to victory with Lin- 
COLN. 

If the delegates to the convention are 
gathered without reference to “any candi- 
date,” they show a very marked zeal for 
the “absent leader.” The only incident of

TRUSTS AND THE TARIFF. 

The Salt Lake City Chamber of Com- 
merce publishes a protest against any re- 
duction of the tariff duties on lead and lead 
ores, and draws an alarming picture of the 
industrial paralysis and commercial ruin 
which would, in its opinion, be caused by a 
reduction. 

This protest is really made in behalf of 
industries which have recently been com- 
bined in a Trust monopoly whose avowed 
purpose isto kill competition in the protected 
home market and to keep the price of do- 
mestic lead up to the duty point. Concern- 
ing this Trust the Tribune of this city on 
Oct. 15 published the following: 


“The movement has been quietiy pushed to a 
successful issue and the details are now being 
perfected. It [the new organization} is known 
as the National Lead Trust Company, with head- 
quarters at St. Louis. The present price of lead is 
about as hugh as it can be to maintain its standing 
in the market as against the imported article, and 
the aim of the syndicate will be to keep up this 
price,” 


Speculation abroad has since permitted 
the price of lead to be advanced materially 
without inviting larger imports. The aim 
of the Trust is to keep prices up to the level 
of the top of the tariff barrier—to make the 
people of this country pay for domestic lead 
the price of foreign lead plus the full 
amount of the tariff tax. The rates of duty 
are 11g cents a pound on ore, 2 cents 
a pound on lead in pigs and bars, 
refuse lead in bars, and old scrap, and3 
cents on leadin sheets and pipes and on 
shot. Calculated upon values, the rate last 
year on pig lead was 74 per cent., while 
that on shot and lead in pipes and sheets 
was 70 per cent. The purpose of the Trust 
is to exact for its product from consumers 
this percentage in addition to a price equal 
to that for which the foreign product could 
be sold if it were admitted free of duty. 

We showed some time ago that the crea- 
tion of Trust monopolies in many industries 
—‘combines” to kill competition and 
make high prices under the shelter of the 
tariff wall—wonuld seriously embarrass the 
protectionists in their war against a reason- 
able reduction of tariff rates. An example 
of this embarrassment is now furnished by 


the lead industry. By making a Trust mo-’ 


nopoly with the intention of exacting the 
full pound of flesh from the American con- 
' e . 
sumer the lead men have forfeited all claims 
upon the indulgence of the American peo- 
ple. Any force which their appeals and 
protests might have under other conditions 
has been destroyed by the formation of the 
price-liftirig monopoly. Those who read 
the protest from Salt Lake should turn 
again to the following paragraph in the 
President’s message: 

“In speaking of the increased cost to the 
consumer of our home manufactures, resulting 
from a duty laid upon imported articles of the 
same description, the fact is not overlooked 
that competition among our domestic producers 
sometimes has the effect of keeping the price of 
their products below the highest limit allowed 
by such duty. But it is notorious that this com- 
petition is too often strangled by combinations 
quite prevalent at this time and frequently called 
Trusts, which have for their object the regu- 
lation of the supply and price of commodities 
made and sold by members of the combination. 


The people can hardly hope -for any considera-. 


tion in the operation of these selfish schemes. 
If, however, in the absence of such combina- 
tion, a healthy and free competition reduces the 
price of any particular dutiable article of home 
production pelow the limit which it might other- 
wise reach under our tariff laws, andif, with 
such reduced price, its manufacture continues 
to thrive, it is entirely evident that one thing 
has been discovered which should be carefully 
scrutinized in an effort to reduce taxation. The 
necessity of combination to maintain the price 
of any commodity to the tariff point furnishes 
proof that some oneis willing to accept lower 
prices for such commodity, and that such prices 
are remunerative, and lower prices produced 
by competition prove the same thing. Thus, 
where either of these conditions exist, a case 
would seem to be presented for an easy re- 
duction of taxation.” 


As our readers well know, the lead in 
industry is not the only one which enjoys a 
large degrec of protection and at the same 
time has undertaken, by the formation of a 
Trust monopoly, to compel the payment of 
high prices by the people. The list of 
Trusts built up under the shadow of the 
tariff barrier is a long one. Those who have 
made these “combines” should see that 
thus they have given new force to the argu- 
ments which call for a just reduction of 
tariff rates and have placed new weapons in 
the hands of revenue reformers. 





“ALIEN ENEMIES.” 

The bill which Mr. ApaAms of MDlinois 
has introduced to provide for the summary 
expulsion of Anarchists from the country 
probably represents the opinions of the 
people of his State. Illinois has been more 
troubled by the plots of mischief-making 
aliens than any other State. These plots 
culminated in a massacre that has since 
caused the authorities to devote much 
of their time and attention to the Anarch- 
ists. The police of Chicago in particular, 
and to a considerable extent of this 
city also, has been withdrawn from its 
regular duties in order to watch the pro- 
ceedings of a few disreputable and worth- 
Jess vagabonds, the most of whom are not 
citizens of the United States. 

This special grievance is separable from 
the general subject of restricting immigra- 
tion which we discussed yesterday in con- 
nection with Mr. MorRILL’s bill. Whatever 

| may be decided to be at once just and feasi- 
ble with regard to immigration in general, 

| it is intolerable that men who have found 
an asylum in this country and who are not 
citizens of it should be allowed to disturb 

| its peace and to threaten the lives and prop- 
erty of its citizens by organizing plots. 
The inquiry is natural, Why should we be 
at the trouble of watching these people 
when it is certain that they aro neither use- 
ful nor ornamental, and when we can rid 
ourselves of them by much cheaper and 
more summary methods than by trials in 
courts of justice? 

Mr. Apams’s bill is an attempt to meet 
the purpose of this inquiry. In an inter- 
view the introducer of ths bill cites, as the 
only instance in which it appears that the 
power of sammary banishment has been 
| assumed by the Execntive, the surrender of 
ARGUELLES to Spain by Secretary SEWARD 
in 1864. This is a very doubtful precedent, 
and Mr. Apams’s case would be qnite as 
strong withont it ARGUELLES was not 
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banished in the sense intended by Mr. 


ApaMs’s bill. He was surrendered to Spain 
on the request of that power, although the 
surrender was not required nor authorized 
by any treaty of extradition. When the sur- 
render was made we were in the crisis of a 
civil war which impressed Secretary SEWARD 
and all other patriotic Americans with the 
necessity of cultivating good relations with 
neutral powers to the extent of straining a 
point now and then in favor of such a 
power. Spain returned Mr. Sewarp’s com- 
pliment ten years later by refusing an 
asylum to TWEED, but the precedent was 
nevertheless objectionable, If we rest 
upon the express provisions of treaties in 
surrendering criminals no foreign nation 
can justly take offense, but if we commit 
the surrender to the discretion of the 
Executive we shall run the risk either of 
offending the powers to which we refuse an 
extradition unauthorized by law or of de- 
livering over for punishment men whom we 
do not consider guilty of any offense. 

The question presented in the case of 
ARGUELLES is not at all the question raised 
by Mr. Apams’s bill. This latter simply 
provides a method of exercising a power 
which inheres in the Government of every 
country. In no country have aliens the 
rights of citizens or subjects. What natives 
hold as rights they enjoy as privileges and 
on sufferance. By the law of nations and 
by the nature of things any Government 
has the right to banish “alien enemies—” 
that is to say, persons who may have been 
guilty of no misconduct whatever, nor 
even have been accused of any, but who 
simply have the misfortune to belong toa 
country with which the country of their 
sojourn is at war. This exile could 
no doubt be declared in this coun- 
try in time of war, merely by a 
proclamation of the President. What Mr. 
ADAMS proposes to effect by his bill is to 
lodge the same power for the same purpose 
of self-protection in the President when 
the persons to be banished are not con- 
structively and by the accident of nativity, 
but actually and by their own conduct, 
“alien enemies.” It is absurd to talk about 
the expulsion of a man who seeks to over- 
throw institutions under which he hastaken 
up his abode of his own choice as an in- 
justice. Neither technically nor equitably 
has such a person any rights at 
all to be pleaded against the interest 
of the community. Even if the President 
should make a mistake in selecting the 
objects of the power with which the bill 
clothes him, the victim has really no right 
to complain, for he inhabits a foreign coun- 
try solely on a sufferance which it may at 
any time withdraw. But it is in the last 
degree unlikely that any mistake will be 
made or that the residence of any peace- 
able foreigner in this country will be cur- 
tailed if the bill becomes law. All that is 
needed to prevent it is the requirement 
that the proceeding shall be public. That 
is to say, it shonld be prescribed that 
the President shall publicly cite any 
alien who is complained of for plotting 
against the Government, and shall publish 
his proclamation of banishment. It is not 
conceivable that any President would pre- 
sume, or indeed would have any temptation, 
to nse this power except on the relation of 
local authorities, in the interest of the pub- 
lic, and against notorious offenders. It 
would affect such men as Most, who has 
already found every country but this too 
hot to hold him, and as the Chicago con- 
spirators, and it would affect nobody else, 


The only obstacle to the removal of the 
telegraph poles on Ninth, Sixth, and Third 
avenues, Park-row, and a good section of 
lower Broadway, is now the fact that the 
Fire and Police Department wires are strung 
on these poles. The Western Union is work- 
ing through conductors supported by the 
elevated railroad structures, or buried inthe 
subways constructed under the direction of 
the Board of Electrical Control. Of course, 
that board cannot order the poles removed 
until the wires of the city departments are 
provided for, and the law expressly forbids 
it to compel the use of the subways by these 
departments until the city provides money 
for the purchase of proper cables. The Fire 
Department is anxious to bury its wires, 
and is now negotiating for the purchase of 
cables on credit until our slow-moving 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment de- 
cides to do its duty and furnish the needed 
money. The board is now engaged in re- 
vising the estimates for next year. The 
Fire Commissioners should appear before 
the board and urge an appropriation for the 
purchase of cables as vigorously as possible. 
Then, if the Board of Estimate deliberately 
refuses to grant this imperative appropria- 
tion, people will know where to lay the 
blame and on whom to place the respon- 
sibility for the interest which will have to 
be paid if the cables are purchased on credit. 


The programme laid down yesterday by 
M. Trrarp’s Cabinet in the Chamber of 
Deputies is conciliatory, not to say depreca- 
tory. In this it follows the lines of Presi- 
dent CaRNor’s brief address, made imme- 
diately after his election, in which he pro- 
fessed to find himself the representative of 
concord in the ruling party. It alsoaccords 
with M. TrrRaRp’s personal statement that 
he was rather a man of business than a pol- 
itician, and would devote himself largely 
to the material interests of the country. 
Whether this policy will suit the uneasy 
partisans who just now seem bent on dis- 
cord rather than concord, and whether they 
will long submit to a Ministry avowing such 
an intent is not so clear. Yet it is unques- 
tionably a policy of peace at home and 
abroad, and would concern itself with 
matters of high importance to the re- 


public,

Bananter,” which he always plays with brill- 
jancy. Yesterday’s programme was uncommonly 
interesting. Little Josef played for the first time 
in public Weber's * Concertetiick. He acquired 
the ability to stretch octaves with certainty o 
little over two roonths ago, and he was a trifle 
timid in his treatment of the octave pass- 
ages in the Weber work, not bringing 
them ont with his customary firmness; 
but in other respects his performance was 
uncommonly fine, and deserved the hearty ap- 
plause which it received. A Rubinstein

STATISTICS OF THE YEAR’S BUSINESS AT 
BUFFALO. 


BuFFaLo, Dec. 15.—Carefully-compiled 
statistics show thatthe business of the season 
just closed by lake and canal was one of the 
largest in the history of Buffalo. Firstof ail, 
there was an increase of 553 vessel arrivals, and 
an increase of 80,575 tons. Owing in great 
measure to the fact that flour is eagerly 
sought by the railroads, there was a decrease 
of 613,203 bushels compared with 1886; bus 
in wheat there was an increase of 7,156,730 
bushels, in corn of 4,161,387 bushels, in oats 
of 3,746,533 bushels, in barley of 638,671 
bushels, and in rye of 149,334 bushels. The 
total increase in grain is 5,842,232 bushels, 
and in all grain flour reduced back to wheat 
12,.777.117 bushels. 

In 1880 the receipts of all grain, flour in 
wheat, were 110.465,866 bushels, and in 1887, 
102,914,775 bushels, a decrease of 7,551:091 
bushels, To move our enormous receipts from 
Western ports to Bnffalo, at an average rate 
of threes cents a bushel, would cost $3,087,443 25. 

The receipts of lumber show a slight increase, 
but in shingles and some other articles thers is 
considerable decrease. The shipments of 
coal by lake bave never been s06 lares 
There has been a considerable increase 
nearly every year for some time, 
but nothing like. the present year has been 
known since shipments first reached 1.000.000 
tons per annum. Shipments for 1387 by lake 
were 1.819,337 tons, an increase of 336,413 tongs 
over last year. 

The rate of freight has been the highest on 
record, being from $1 to $1 25 aton to Chicago, 
and75 to90 cents to Duluth foragreat part of the 
season, the Chicagorateadvancingto$1 S0latein 
the season, and closing at that figure. Com- 
pared with 1886 the shipments of wheat 
by canal show a deerease of 1,389,953 
bushels; in corn there is an increase of 
2.099,898 bushels, in  oate of 1,729,950 
busheis, in barley of 438,299 bushels, and 
in rye of 164,726 bushels. The total increase 
in the shipments of all grain by canal is 3,043,-. 
920 bushels. While freights have at times ruled 
low both by lake and canal, the business of the 
season on the whole has been remuncrative and

Had this investigation been held 
and a return even made that you honestly be-' 
lieved there was nos sufficient evidence 
upon which to indict, you would have 
shown atléast your desire todo your sworn 
duty. Your silence in the case must be inter- 
preted as sympathy with erime when you were 
trusted by the State of Indiana to do allin your 
power to ferret out crime. Again I say for what 
good work you have dove Icommend. you, bug 
for that you have refused to do I cannot.” ’

PAID OVER THE BODY OF 
‘MRS. JOHN JACOB ASTOR. 
GIUNDREDS ATTEND THE SERVICES AT 
TRINITY CHAPEL—THE INTERMENT 

IN THE ASTOR VAULT. 


The rain poured down wearily and a dark 
‘loud of fog hung over Trinity Chapel yesterday 
mmorning when the funeral cortége in honor to 
‘Mra John Jacob Astor drew up at the church 
‘portals. But the rain and the ,dark did not pre- 
vent hundreds of the fmends and acquaintances 
pf Mrs. Astor from coming to hear the comfort- 
Ing words of the Episcopal service for the dead 
and pay their last honors to the revered and be- 
joved Iady. Every seat was filled and the 
hisies partially crowded. The congregation 
was one of friends. It was not composed 
‘alone of those who knew Mrs. Astor as the 
leader in New-York society. There were those 
‘within the chapel walls who had become her 
friend from her interest in church work. There 
sere tears shed in her memory by women who 
had received a touch of that kindness which 
Mrs. Astor has showered so bounteously. There 
were those connected with charitable instita- 
tlons who knew the wealthy lady asa friend in 
time of need, and whose gifts, always well 
‘chosen, had been received in opportune mo- 
‘ments. Not a few in that oburch could have 
‘risen and called Mrs. Astor blessed from their 
own personal acquaintance with her. 

The silence, only broken by tho falling rain- 
drops, was not oppressive, and it made the serv- 
ltee the more impressive when it began. There 
was no ostentation. It was as Mrs. Astor had 


wanted it to be—a quiet funeral, attended by 
friends, and consisting simply of the service of 
the church she loved so well, At the church 
front Sergt. Schmittberger and licemen kept 
the carriages from biocking the way. There 
were 400 of them, and many had followed the 
procession from the house. The hearse was & 
plain one, drawn by dark horses. There was no 
attempt at decoration in the chureb, except & 
littie purpie at the altar, and the few flowers 
were those bestowed by members of the family. 
The processional hymn was sweetly sung 
by the Trinity Chapel choir of fresh boys 

voices. Tne choir was fully surpliced. 
The clergymen, led by their Bishop, were the 
Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix, Rector of Trinity Church; 
the Rev. Dr. W. R. Huntington of Grace Church, 
the Rev. Dr. C. E. Swope, Recter of Tnmnity 
Chapel, and the Rev. William B, Frisby. ‘‘ lam 
the resurrection and the life. He that believeth 
$n Me, though dead, yet shail he live again,” was 
spoken most impressively by Bishop Potter as 
the procession moved up the centre aisle of the 
eburch. 

The pall bearers were dressed in black, with 
Diack gloves, and a broad sash of white, secured 
at the shoulders by a black rosette, was worn. 
They were Hamilton Fish, John Jay, A. Gracie 
Xing. G. L. Schuyler, Alexander Hamilton, R. 
M. Hunt, Sidney Webster, Col. E. H. Wright, 
Col. S&S. V. R. Cruger, and F. Hopkinson Smith.

Tha coffin was of mahogany. covered with pur- 

le velvet of a dark shade, with silvered handles. 
The inscription upon the silver plate read:

‘lilies of the valley, and roses were scattered 
fapon its surface. At thse foot wasa sprig of 
‘Terns, tied with white ribbon. 

Tae simple service did not even comprise all 
‘of that of the Episcopal Church. The Rev. Dr. 
{Huntington read a portion of the fifteenth 
‘ehapter of Corinthians as the lesson, and a 
iprayer was offered by the Rev. Dr. Dix. The 
‘hymn, “‘ Nearer my God to Thee” was sung by 
ithe full choir and joined in by the audience. The 
immusical service also included “ Let me know my 
‘end,” and the anthem, “I heard a voice from 
theaven,” which were sung by Mrs. Beebe-Law- 
‘ton. The services did not last over half an hour, 
jand then the solemn procession wae taken up to 
‘Trinity Charchyaré, One Hundred and Fifty- 
(fifth-street and Tenth-avenue, where the re- 
imains were placed in the Astor vault. The 
{tomb is of granite. A short service was said at 
the grave. The coifin was not opened at the 
ieburch, but an opportunity was given to the 
irelatives and friends to look upon Mrs. Astor's 
face atthe house on Fifth-avenue previous to 
the church service.

THE “ PRAZDNIX” WHICH I8 TO BENE- 
FIT THE WOMEN’S HOSPITAL. 

Originality always arrests attention, and 
fn the name “ Prazdnix” the ladies who have 
undertaken to charitably aid the New-York 
Hospital for Women have succeeded in choos- 
ing a name both unique ana attractive, and in 
“ Prazdnix” the typical Russian recognizes all 
that is conveyed in the Americanized word 
“fate.” The rooms of the residence of Mrs. 
W. Jennings Demorest, 21 East Fifty-seventh- 
street, crowded in spite of the wet weather, 
presented an appearance both novel and pict- 
uresque. The door isopened by a man clad in 
the orthodox Musocovite habiliments of a serf, 
and the hall is hung with, brilliant flags of 


the American and Russian national colors. 
Booths on every side met the ere, while flags 
and brilliant banners, embroidered with gold 
decorations, served to set off the strange and 
costly articles which lay spread upon them. 
Booths in the form of mosques were on the first 
floor, and beneath their fur-hung roofs and Mus- 
covite minarets twinkled Jamps of strange 
shapes and curiously-chased figures, while on all 
sides humg many articles bearing curious de- 
signs. And to add to this truly Russian air, on 
the second floor, artistically banked’ by flowers, 
were the two smoking samovars loaned by Con- 
sul-General Petersen, and in them the famous 
and peculiar Russian tea was brewing, which 
was served with tho Russian black bread and 
with caviar. 

Among the artistically-arranged booths on the 
first floor were fur booths, in charge of Mrs. 
Arnold, Mra. Sutton, and Miss Clark; art tables, 
in charge of Mra. Judson and Miss Jarvis; flower 
booths, over which the Misses Bolles, Wilkins, 
and Norris presided; booths of strange but posi- 
tive Muscoviteand Slavonic design, by Mra. A. 
K. Wright and Miss Jones; while in the distance 
shone the sweet-scented tables of the candy 
booths, in charge of the Misses Little. The ac- 
curacy in the detail of the designs was warmly 
commended by the Russian Minister, Baron 
Serdobin. 

The most conspicuously unique feature which

HARCOURT AND ROSEBERY MAKING 
LIVELY WAR ON THE TORIES. 

Lonpon, Dec. 15.—Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt delivered an address at Bournemouth 
to-night. He expressed surrow at Lord Harting- 
on’s statement that there was no immediate 
chance of a reconciliation between the dissidents 
and Liberais, but, he sald, it was not only the 
question of union which divided them, for Lord 
Hartington differed with his former associates 
on other questions which were vital to real 
Liberalism, such as, for instance, the leading 


principle of “ one man, one vote.” Time would 
probably show that the Liberal Party was 
well rid of the bulk of the dissidents, who did 
not honestly represent;their constituencies now, 
and would disappear at the next clection. A 
few might survive—that happening in the case 
ofthe worst of wrecks—but as an independent 
political party the dissidents would become ex- 
tinct. The process of absorption was proceed- 
ing; the Tory boaconstrictor was lubricating 
them with the saliva of adulation before swal- 
lowing them. Dissidence thus disposed of, the 
country would once more see the two great par- 
ties facing each other, with the usual result of a 
Liberal triumph. 

Lord Rosebery, speaking Huddersfield this 
evening in favor of home ruié, said that if the 
United States Government had suspended the 
Constitution in any one of the States it would 
never have been able to come successfully out 
of a civil war, because the other States would 
not have joined in coercing one of their number. 
The situation here as regards home rule was 
analogous. Lord Rosebery said he was sorry 
that Mr. Chamberlain was not likely to succeed 
in his present mission. If he were unsuccessful 
his failure would be mainly due to the Irish vote. 
“We have planted enemies in America through 
our policy,” hesaid. “and the ouly way to secure 
success is to make them friends.” 

Lord Randolph Churchill made a speech to- 
day at Stockport. He denied that the Govern- 
ment was reluctant to meet Parliament. On the 
contrary, he said, much had happened during 
the recess of which the Government might be 
—— The prospects of the Unionists were 

rightand Bay ya their position since the fail- 
ure of the Round Table negotiations had become 
well defined, Lord Hartington’s statement that 
the alliance between the Unionists and Conserv- 
atives would continue to be a close one was the 
cardinal feature of the recess. He regretted to 
say that there could be traced in Mr. Glad- 
stone’s course every sign of age except 
the possession of wisdom. The older that 
gentieman became the further he went 
wrong. His most devoted follower could not 
congratulate him on the Dopping correspond- 
dence, which ought to be the last straw to break 
the back of that most patient and sagacious 
animal, the Radical caucus. [Laughter.}] The 
National League was the most formidable 
organization the Government had ever had to 
deal with, but only while they feared it. 
The struggle had come, and the condition of 
the League reminded him of blanc mange. 
Some of the leaders were in prison, others were 
in hiding and angry because the police would 
not take the trouble to seek them, while the 
more —_—— were in England addressing 
Radical meetings and maxing direful prophecies 
of a dreadful Winter in Ireland. So far their 
prophecies had all been falsified. Little was 
now heard of the plan ofcampaign. Ireland 
‘was comparatively tranquil under the present 
régime. But, although the prospects of the 
Unionists were ‘so bright, they must not sink 
into repose. With reference to retrenchment, 
he calculated that the next budget would show 
an estimated surplus of from £2,000,000 to 
£3,000,000, and that in the following year 
the expenditure would be reduced to £85,000,- 
000, or £5,000,000 less than the figures 
at which Mr. Gladstone left it. Nothing 
would more strengthen the Government than 
the conviction in the minds of the people that it 
is economical. If the Government pursued an 
economical policy, avoiding foreign entangle- 
ments, it would be able to deride all efforts to 
overthrow it. The rump Liberal Party would 
soon bitterly roe the day and curse the hour in 
which it was persuaded by Gladstone to fly the 
flag of repeal. 

United Ireland of Dublin declares that the 
Government has secured Mgr. Persico’s aid in 
restraining the Irish priests from offering oppo- 
sition to the Government, and as an equivalent 
will endow a Catholic university, receive a 
Papal Envoy,and send an Ambassador to the 
Vatiean. 

The Corporation of the city of London to-day 
voted the freedom of the city to the Marquis of 
Hartington, in recognition of his services in de- 
fense of the empire. The Gladstonian members 
of the Corporation opposed the motion. The 
formal vote showed a meagre minority. 

A mass meeting of the dissenting ministers of 
Englana, held at Manchester to-day, protested 
against the action of the British Government in 
relation to Ireland. 

The Board of Guardians of Kildysart, Ireland, 
have resolved to grantthe use of the board room 
for a meeting of the National League, in defiance 
of the police authorities. The meeting will be 
he held with locked doors.

A LINK IN A NEW ROUTE 


FINISHING THE IRON BRIDGE 
AT SAULT STE, MARIE. 

A LINE FROM OCEAN TO OCEAN OVER 
THE DULUTH, SOUTH SHORE AND 
ATLANTIC AND CANADIAN PACIFIC. 

Regular trains began to run yesterday 


from Montreal to Sault Ste. Marie. The inter- 
national iron bridge across the St. Mary’s River 
is practically completed, except the draw span 
over the Sault Ste. Marie Canal. Trains can 
cross onthe false work if necessary, but the span 
will be finished and the bridge entirely com- 
pleted amonth hence. Thisis a matter of the 
utmost intereatin railway circles. As tho Du- 
luth, South Shore and Atlantic Railway is a 
virtual extension of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
way from its eastern terminus near Duluth and 
Ashland to the western end of Lake Superior, 
this bridge is the practical connection of the 
American Northwestern railway systems with 
the eastern end of the Canadian Pacific system. 


Over this international bridge will extend the 
shortest railway line across the continent from 
Montreal and Quebec, and even from Portland, 
Me., and Boston. It proves to be also a shorter 
route from Liverpool to Japan by 1,000 miles 
= by the way of New-York and San Fran- 
cisco. 

The cost of this bridge is $1,000,000, the 
bridge company raising the cash to buiid it 
through the sale of 5 per cent. bonds guar- 
ante by the Canadian Pacific, the Duluth, 
South Shore and Atlantic, and the Minneapolis, 
Bault Ste. Marie and Atlantic Railway Com- 
panies. The main structure is 2,420 feet lon 
and rests on 10 stone piers. Three additiona 
bridges over the canals on both sides and the 
north channel make the entire length of these 
combined bridges 3,144 feet. 

The main line of the Duluth, South Shore and 
Atlantic Railroad and its terminals at the Sault, 
and the great briage, with round houses, shops, 
sidings, and storage tracks, is now complete. 
The Michigan Central and Pennsylvania Roads 
have their tracks laid to the Straits of Macki- 
naw, with ample docks all completed. Two 
boats for crossing have been purchased and are 
in use, and a third large boat is building and 
will be taken up 498 soon as possible, At St. 
Ignace, onthe north side of the straits, docks 
will be finished in February, except the exten- 
sion of the ore docks, which will be ready by 
the opening of navigation in the Spring, and 


which will double the storage capacity for ore - 


at that point. 

From the Saujt and Mackinaw the company 
has a low-grade, all-steel rail line through Mar- 
quette to Houghton and Hancock in the copper 
region, and by way of Nestoria and Lake Goge- 
bic to «a connection with the Wisconsin 
Central Road near Ashland, and track laying 
will be completed to a connection with the 
Northern Pacific Railroad near Duinth, with 
trackage over the Northern Pacific in Superior 
and Duluth, during the next three or four weeks. 
This gives a line from the Northern Pacific, the 
Manitoba, the St. Paul and:Duluth, and other 
roads centring at Duluth and Superior, all rail, 
through to Montreal aad by way of the Mack- 
inaw transfer to a connection with the New- 
York Centraland Pennsylvania Roads, shorten- 
ing the distance from Duluth to the seaboard 
800 miles, and shortening the distance from 
Duluth to Boston from 250 to 300 miles and to 
New-York 150 miles. 

By the connection which this line makes at 
Mason, near Ashland, Wis., with the Omaha 
Road, owned by the Chicago and Northwestern 
Company, @ line is made from Minneapolis and 
St. Paul to the Sanit and Mackinaw as short as 
that by the new Washburn or Minneapolis, 
Sault Ste. Marie and Atlantic line.

TAKEN TO THE FEDERAL COURT. 

TRENTON, N. J., Dee. 15.—Ex-District 
Attorney Keasbey, counsel in New-Jersey for 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company, has 
certioraried the Arthur Kill Bridge case pro- 
ceedings to the Federal court. The declaration 
of the State of New-Jersey, which is the plaintiff, 
sets forth that the land on which rests the 
foundation for the midstream pier belongs to 
New-Jersey, and that its use without the con- 
sent of the State is an act of usurpation. 
Mr. Keasbey says that he dees not 
understand what the object of this new 


attack on the bridge can _ be. It is 
brought by the State through Attorney-Gen- 
eral Stockton. He added that the United States 
Supreme Court had already decided that New- 
Jersey had no jurisdiction over the navigable 
waters of the Arthur Kill when Congress had 
authorized the construction of a bridge for pur- 
poses of inter-State commerce. As the case has 


gone to the higher courts, where it can scarcely . 


reach argument before next September, and 
there is no injunction to interfere, the bridge 
will progress rapidly, and it will be completed 
by next June. 

It is generally believed that the New-York 
Central, the Erie, or some other large road is in- 
terested inthis last opposition to the Staten 
Island bridge. It is pretty well understood that 
the Penhsylvania has withdrawn all opposition 
since the Baltimore and Ohio changed managers, 
and hopes to cross the bridge itself and enjoy 
the water-front facilities of Staten Island. Itis 
also rumored that some determined and aggress- 
ive opposition to the bridge will be developed 
at the coming session of the Legislature. 


MAY BE REMANDED. 


St. Paut, Minn. Dec. 15.—Judge Brewer 
in the United States court this morning, ren- 
dered an important decision in the case of Allen 
M. Bhort against the Chicago, Milwaukee, and 
8t.{Paul Railway Company. The matter came up 
on plaintiff's motion to remand to the State 


court. The subatanece of the Judge’s decision is 
as follows: Under the removal act passed by 
Congress in 1887, Judge Brewer decides that 
where a removal is made on the ground of local 

redjudice affidavits must state positively that 
ocal prejudice exists and not the mere belief 
of the rty that such is the case. 
He also holds that the affidavits may 
be filed in the State courtin the first instance, 
and that where a motion to remand is made the 
absence of local prejudice may be shown to the 
Circuit Court by counter affidavits in behalf of 
the party making a motion to remand. He de- 
clines to follow the recent decision of the United 
States Circuit Court of California, and decides 
that a non-resident defendant may still, under 
the act of 1887, remove acase from the State 
court. Motion to remand sustained.

A LARGE PORTION OF THE ESTATE SPENT 
IN LITIGATION. 

Nyack, Dee, 15.—The Surrogate of Rock- 

lana County yesterday handed down his de- 


cision sustaining tho will of Edward D. Hesdra | 
and admitting it to probate. In this will various | 
charitable bequests are made, notably $20,000 | 
tothe Nineteonth-Sireet Synagogue, $5,000 to | 


Mount Binal Hospital, and $1,000 to the First 
Jewish Society of Nyack. ‘This ends a chapter 
in the history of the Hesdra family that reads 
more like romances than reality. Edward Db. 
Hesdraand his wife, Cynthia, 


lived for many | 


years in Sullivan-street, New-York, and are well | 


remembered by the old residenis of that neigh- | 


borhood, Hesdra was of a mixed negro 
and Portuguese origin, and he always identified 
himself with the fortunes of the negro race. Be- 
tore and during the rebellion he Eept, at Nyack, 
where he owned several houses, a well-known 
station of ths “‘Undergronnd Railroad.” In 
religion he was a Jew, 


who owned a very large tract of land in Bergen 
County, N. J., and was, in his day, ranked with 
the wealthy and influential men of that section, 
In intelligence and education be was far in ad- 
vance of the whites by whom he was surround- 
ed. Hesdra and his wife for many years carried 
on a launcry business, sometimes washing in 
Now-York and again sending clothes by the 
truckload to Nyack. Th IS8S79 Mrs. Hesdra 
died; Jeaving an estate xt hat time 
estimated to be worth $250,000, consisting of 
seven houses in New-York City, five in Nyack, a ! 
farm in New-Jersey, and the remainder per- 
sonal property. Some months after this and 
after the relatives of Mrs. Hestra (she leaving 
no descendanta) had commenced a partition suit, 
D. Hesdra cinimod to have found a will of his 

wife among some of her effects and had it offered 
for probate before Surrogate Calvin. This will 
Was contested onthe ground that it was a for- 
gery, and after a long and expensive contest 
Was sustained by the Surrogate. On appeal it 
Was sent back for a now trial, and the issue was 
tried before Judge Barrett and ajury. Again 
the will was sustained. This wae in issd. In 
June of that year B.D. Wesdra died Y 

A Mrs. Tordotf,a white woman, was keey 
house for him at the time. After his death Mrs. 
Tordoff applied tor letters of administration 
upon his estate, claiming te be the child of his 
brother Solomon, who was dead, but whose 
‘widew still lived. This application was con- 
tested by the Attorney-General on the ground 
that E. D. Hesdra had died without heirs, and 
hia property haa escheated. Pending this appli- 
eation, ang before Mrs. Solomon Hesdra could be 

sxamined as q witness, she sickened and died. 

is contest resulted favorably to Mrs. Tordoff, 

and in June, 1886, she received letters of admin- 
istration. 

Already a great part of the estate had been 
eaten up by these legal proceedings, but the end 
Was not yet. In January, 1887, thers died at 
Nyack Jobn V. Onderdonk, a man who had al- 
ways sustained very friendly relations to both 
Hesdra ana Mrs. Tordoif. His son, Miilard F. 
Onderdonk, editor of the Independent 4 dvertiscr, 
in looking over his father’s papers found a will 
of BE. D. Hesdra in his father’s handwriting. 
This will made M. F. Onderdonk sole Exeeutor, 
gave the bequesis to the institutions named and 
eome to various friends, and to Mrs. Tordoif the 
residue. This will was acoordinely offered for 
probaie before the Hon. George W. Weiant, Sur- 
rogate of Rockland County, and a vigorous con- 
test resulted. The Executor was represented by 
G. Z. Snider of Nyack, and the contestants by 
several able attorneys. 

Mrs. Tordoff appeared by Quentin McAdam 
and contested on the ground that the will was 
a forgery, gotten up py John Y. Onderdonk to 
spite her. The Attorney-General appeared by 
his Deputy, D. G. Griffen, of Watertown, N. Y., 
and certain parties claiming to be heirs by C. A. 
Dunham of Fairview, N. J. The contest resolved 
itself into a question of handwriting, both wit- 
nesses to the will being dead. What added color 
to the claim of the contestants was that on Mrs. 
Yordoff’s application for administration, John V. 
Onderdouk had been a witness and testified that 
he knew nothing about any willof Hesdra A 
great many witnesses were examined, and the 
ease excited great public interest because of the 
@ituation and standing of the various parties in- 
terested. Localinterest was heightened by the 
fact that the attorney for the proponents, a 
youngand rising lawyer, was, unaided and alone, 
earrying on the fight against so many able and 
sider attorneys, in what seemed a hopeless un- 
dertaking. On account of these various suits, 
probably not more than $100,000 of the estate is 
eft, enough, however, to pay all the legacies.

PEARY’S PARITY MISTAKEN 
FOR FILIBUSTERS. 

Mail advices received by THE TIMES yes- 
terday announce the arrival in good condition at 
Port Morant, Jamaica, of the steamer Hondo, 
having on board Civil Engineer Peary’s corps of 
engineers sent to finally determine the route 
of the Nicaragua Canal. The voyage was at first 
almost entirely without incident, other than the 
ordinury monotony of life on shipboard. The 
first stopping place was Fortune Island, one of 


the Bahamas, where it was intended to take on 
board 30 negro laborers to do the heavy work of 
the expedition. Only 20 were obtained, how- 
ever, the steamer not having been so soon ex- 
pected. The negroes are described as being 
strong, healthy men. 

“They were seen to be clean, well kept in 
dress, and intelligent in general bearing. Their 
ages hardly averaged 23 years.” On Dee. 5, 
the Hondo left Fortune Island,‘reaching Jamaica 
the nextday. Here, more negroes were taken 
on board, 8 cooks and 56 laborers. The gather- 
ing of these men from different parts of the 
island and the news of the coming of the expe- 
dition had aroused suspicion in the breasts and 
minds of the Cuban authorities. [t was ap- 
parent at once, to their minds, that the 
Nicaragua band ef surveyors was nothing more 
or less thana filibustering expedition of the 
worst kina. 

Aceordingly the Spanish man-of-war Concha 
had been dispatched to Port Morant, where she 
arrived several days before the Hondo. From 
that time until the arrival of the Hondo, shoe 
cruised about, waiting fur the supposed filibus-

FOR THE CARE OF THE SIOK. 


A NEW AND SPLENDID BROOKLYN 
HOSPITAL DEDICATED. 

The new Methodist Episcopal Hospital, 
founded by George L. Seney, was formally dedi- 
cated by appropriate services in Brooklyn yes- 
terday afternoon, and despite the inclement 
weather there was a large and appreciative 
audience present, among whom were noticed 
mapy prominent Methodists, both of Brooklyn 
and this city. The services were held in the 
finished pavilion of the hospital, and consisted 
of singing by the Hatton male quartet, the read- 
ing ofthe Scriptures, prayer by the Rey. Dr. 
Cuyler, and addresses by Prof. Horatio C, Wood, 
M. D., of the University of Pennsylvania, and 
Prof. Luther T. Townsend, D. D. 

The presentation of the pavilion was made by 
ex-Postmaster Samuel Booth, Chairman of the 
Building Committee, and its acceptance was 
performed by the Rev. Dr. J..M. Buckley, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Managers. The dedication 
service was read by Bishop J. F. Hurst, after 
which the audience sang the Doxology and re- 
ceived the benediction. 

‘The Methodist Episcopal Hospital in the City 
of Brooklyn,” or as it also proposes to call itself, 
“The Methodist Genera! Hospital,” is an impos- 
ing structure, consisting of three distinct build- 
ings of brick, trimmed with New-Jersey free- 
stone, occupying an elevated site just west of 
Prospect Park in the centre of the entire city 
Dlock bounded by Seventh and Eighth avenues 
and Sixth and Seventh streets. The grounds are 
rectangular, being 695 feet 9 inches from east 
to west, and 200 feet from north to south, and 
embrace about thres and one-fifth acres. The 
buildings front upon Sixth-street, and consist of 
a main central building and two pavilions, one 
on either side of the main building. The base- 
mente only of these buildings are connected by 
licht corridors. 

The main central building is of Imposing pro- 
portions, and is fronted by a tower which pro- 
jects 19 feet. It is fire-proof, the floor beams, 
partitions, and stairs being of iron, and the 
roofs of iron, asbestus, and slate. All the devices 
for heating and ventilation are of the latest and 
most approved pattern. The pavilions are alike 
in every respect and distant 40 feet from the 
main building. The wards are rectangular 
(96 by 32) and extremely light and pleasant, while 
@copstant and copious supply of fresh air is 
provided for by registers placed in the walls be- 
tween each window, which communicate with 
fiues that lead to external openings in the 
basement walls, eight feet above the 
surface of the ‘ground. These flues are 
also connected with the heating apparatus and 
likewise communicate with the centre ofa sys- 
tem of ventilation by means of which air will be 
supplied whenever the natural powers of as- 
piration upon which the ward system of air de- 
pends is found to be deficient. From apertures 
suitably guarded beneath the foot of each bed 
in the floor of the wards, and from a series of 
registers placed near the ceiling of the lower 
ward and along the centre of the ceiling of the 
upper ward, foul-air ducts lead and cenverge to 
common ducts that finally empty into great 
aspirating chimneys, where, by means of steam 
coils, a constant force of aspiration is main- 
tained. 

Mr. George I. Seney, the founder of the hos- 
Pital, hus given in all $410,000 toward its erec- 
tion and completion, and, although he commit- 
ted his gift to the supervision of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, he expressly stipulated that 
it should be a general ‘hospital, open to Jew and 
gentile, Protestant and Catholic, heathen and 
infidel, on thesameterms. In addition to this 
sum, $70,000 has recently been expended in 
fitting up one pavilion and a portion of the cen- 
tral building. To complete these buildings and 
support the 75 beds which will soon be in use, 
the public is invited to contribute. 

The endowment of 15 beds of the 70in the 
finished pavilion is already practically assured, 
and the managers entertain no fears but that 
the hospital can be adequately supported when 
in pertect running order. When the entire 
structure is putin perfect working shape there 
will be accommodations for 200 beds, besides 
all the dormitories, offices, and other appoint- 
ments required for the administration of a first- 


class hospital.
